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BOMBS IN: LING@’S CELL 


A STARTLING DISCOVERY BY 
THE CHICAGO SHERIFF. 
FOUR DYNAMITE BOMBS FOUND CON- 
CEALED WITH ONE OF THE CON- 

DEMNED ANARCHISTS. 


CuHicaGo, Nov. 6.—Four bombs were 
taken this morning from the cell of Louis Lingg, 
the condemned Anarvhist, in Cook County Jail. 
They were founda under his cot, hidden beneath 
f& mass of papers and odds and ends of various 
kinds, and were inclosed in a harmless-lookivg 
Wooden box. A thorough search of all 
the cella of the condemned men was in 
progress at the time by direction of Sheriff Mat- 
sono. Turnkey John Egan was the man to make 
the discovery. Heat once took the bombs to 
the jail office, where a cursory examination 
made their capabilities for destructiveness ap- 
pareat. As scon as their nature was deter- 
mined it was deemed unwise to make further 
examination, and they were wrapped in news- 
Paper and given to an expert for examination. 

They were found to be what are known as 
“‘ gaspipe” bombs, in distinction from the spher- 
ical bomb thrown atthe Haymarket. The iron 
gaspipe used was about six inches long and an 
inch in diameter. All were exactly alike 
as to dimeusions, and differed only in 
some of the minor details. All were 


plagged at each end, and in the 
judgment of those who made the examination 
Were tilled with explosive material of ap un- 
known character. The plugs were of metal, 
aud those examined had been turned in order to 
Tit with exactness and solidity. The experts’ 
report on the supposed explosive matter will be 
made public to-merrow. 

Yhe search which resulted in the finding of the 
bombs was not undertaken in consequence of 
any hint received by the Jail officers, or any 
definite suspicion. Thecells of the condemned 
men have been casually searched each 
day; but owing to the mass of papers, 
books, and trash of all kinds that has 
accumulated, the examination has been neces- 
Sarily far from thorough. Sheritf Matson and 
Jailer Folz talked the watter over a few days 
ago, and decided that inasmuch as the date of 
execution was drawing near, it would be 
a wise precaution to make a search of 
the persons and cells of the condemned men, 
which would be absolute in its thoroughness. 
They decided that this morning would be a good 
time to make the search and notitied the friends 
of the prisovers yesterday that they would nut 
bo admitted to-day. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock this morning, without 
previous notice to the condemned men, the 
search begun. They were then all in bed, 
Though neovody had any suspicions of any one in 
particular, it Wae thought best to begin at the 
cells of the men who had refused to wign 
the petition for executive clemency, and 
Liugg and Engel were first aroused. They 
were found in their undergarments, and were 
allowed to put on pantaloous, stockings, and 
shoes, after their persous and the articles in 
question had been examined. It was noticed at 
the time that Lingg, for the first time since hia 
confinement inthe jail, gave evidences of ex- 
treme agitation, 1f not of fright, and that 
he trembled like a leaf, but no particular atten- 
tion was paidtoit. Lingg ana Engel were then 
taken down to the consultation cell. Engel 
displayed noemotion, and his impassive and 
plivgmatic countenance Was as inexpressive as 
ever. It was noticed that he seemed unusually 
pale and quiet, but this was attributed to his 
iliness during the night. which was severe 
enough to warrant the calling of a physician. 
Engel’s cell was first searched. Everything was 
tuken out piece by pieve aud thoroughly searched. 
The lining of ali garments was exawined and 
every article of clothing. His bedding, Scots, 
and valise were miuutely searched. After they 
had been removed from the cell its walls and 
flour were searched, even to every nook and 
cranny. <A lot of useless stuff was found to 
have accumulated in the cell, but nothivg dan- 
gerous or even suspicious was discovered. 

The turnkcys then turned their attention to 
cell 22, occupied by Lingg. When they began 
work. .Lineg, turned his eyes to the cell, and nur- 
rowly watched every "movement of the men as 
far as be was able. The table, several books a 
basket of fruit, some clothing, and a lot of wis- 
eellaneous articles were first removed to the 
corridor. Suddenly there was a stir in the cell 
aud two very excited turnkeys sprang out into 
the corridor, followed by Egan, who carried 
very gingerly at arms length a small, wooden 
box. All three men left their work instantly 
aud carried their diseovery to the ofiice. Lingyg, 
as svon as he saw that his bombs had been 
found, seemed to think that the worst 
Was over, and almost immediately  re- 
gained his self - possession and as- 
sumed his usual indifferent, defiant manner. 
Soalarming a discovery caused a temporary 
abandonment of the work, anda few moments 
of most intense excitement among the jail 
Officials and the large force of Deputy Sheriffs 
present followed. After the excitement had died 
away and the bombs had been removed, work was 
resumed by completing the search of Lingg’s 
eoll, and removing the articles of necessity toa 
cell on the ground floor. Engel’s effects were 
aiso transferred to the first floor cell, and the 
men were again put behind the cell bars. 

Parsons and Fischer were next taken to the 
eonsultation cage. Nothing suspicious was 
found upon their person nor in their ceils. Their 
effects, however, Were transferred to the cells 
ou the ground floor. Spies, Fielden, and Schwab 
Were next searched and taken te the cage. Ex- 
amination of their cells brought to light nothing 
suspicious. 

The seven mer having been locked up again 
the queS8tion arose, how did the bombs reach 
Liugy. {[t was admitted &t once that nothing 
could have been easier. In the daily re- 
eeptions which the Anarchists have been hoid- 
ing for weeks they were allowed to talk with 
perfect freedoin and for an hour ata time with 
anybody who might call on them. They have 
been séparated from visitors by a _ wire 
screening so loosely woven that a bottle of 
whisky Was passed through it to another 
prisoner the otherday. Thev have received bas- 
kets of fruit aud food which have been subjected 
to very little examination, ofteas none at ail, and 
— might readily have been passed in to 
thein. 

Hereafter, however, the amount of freedom 
allowed the Anarchists will be very small in- 
deed. They wil be allowed to receive no pres- 
entsof fruit or food from the hands of their 
friends, everything of that sort being sub- 
jected to a rigid imspection by tne jal 
officers. It is probable that Lingg will 
not be allowed to see any»ody except his guards 
and that be will be shut off completely from his 
Triends, Indeed, in the new cell in which be 
was placed this moruing he is shut off from 
contact, even through the bars of his 
door, with his friends in the visitors’ cage 
and his fellow-prisoners, and in fact from every- 
body and everything but the bailiffs and the ex- 
almining cage. His cell being on the ground floor 
end directly in front of the visitors’ cage, the 
four wen are constantly under the eyes of the 
jail officials, in addition to the scrutiny of the 
death watch. 

_Entering the office of the Amnesty Associa- 
tion this afternoon Mrs. Parsons cried: *“* Have 
you heard the latest? They have found dyna- 
inite bombs in Lingg’s cell. I was just told so 
by areporter. Ifit is true I know how they got 
there. They were placed there by the jail officials, 
who would do anything to stem the tide of pub- 
lic opinion which is now in favor of commuting 
the sentence of the Anarchists, Why didn't they 
doa better job and make the conspiracy com- 
plete?’ continued Mrs, Parsons in a sarcastic 
tone. “They should have put a bomb in 
Lingx’s cell, a fuse in Fischer's, aynamitein 
Spies’s, aud percussion caps in Engel’s. That 
would bave been a good job and would have 
made a complete conspiracy.” 

The story Was not believed by others who 
were in the room at the time. Without 
exception, they expressed the vupinion that 
if it was @ fact that bombs were found in 
the prisoner’s cell, it was the work of the 
police, who were trying to offset the Amnesty 
Assoviation. “It would kill our movement,” 
Said Olver, whois exultant over the favorable 
progress made during the lust few days. “Ido 
not believe, however, that any thinking man 
would put apy other construction upon it than 
the one I huve stated. The Anarchists muat 
have known that a bomb would certainly be 
found, aud that its discovery meant their execu- 
tion.” 

Every Anarchist who heard the story of the 
finding of tbe bombs declared that it was the 
work of the police to offset the growing senti- 
meut in favor ef a commutation of the sentence. 
Dther people did mot look at 1t in that way. 
“The tour bombs were intended, one each, for 
Fische:,Engel, Ling and Parsons,” said an official, 
who has been closely connected with the An- 
archist cases from the beginning. ‘“ These four 
Iaen have always stuek together, have their 
priuciples and their theories in common, 
and have been in the same schemes. 
Parsons is their leader, aud has always been, 
It was he who placed bombs in the hands of the 
vonspiratore the night before the dedication of 
the Board of Trade and told them that be had 
given then the means of their redemption; told 
them to put the bombs under their pillows at 
night, to regard them as their dearest friends on 
earth. I believe there was a general-plot com- 

prehending otber conspirators out of jail How 
sould ihey have got the bombs inside the 
jali_ unless they had confederates without? 
And wh should they not try to 
blow up the town at the same time they afd the 
jail,as they have threatened to do? If their 
Plan had been fully carrisd out, not seven but 
seventy officers might have been killed.” 

The Ampesty Association has seven tables in 
the principal thoroughfares today at whier 
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passers-by were given a chance to sign a peti- 
tion for Executive clemency. It is said 
that 2,000 names were thus obtained. 
Many guests at the Grand Pacific crossed 
the street to the Post Office stand and 
attached their names to the petition. One of 
the latter was Henry A. Evans, a dealer in 
oils on Maiden-lane, New-York City. Mr. E. 
Hollister, ex-Chief-Justice of Idaho Territory, 
also signed the petition and urged others to 
do the same, Most of the labor organizations 


that held meetings to-day passed resolutions 
asking clemency. 


SPRINGFILD, I1l., Nov. 6.—Gov. Oglesby’s 
mail in the Anarchist case was largerthis morn- 
ing than ever before. Ninety-seven letters and 
communications were received by the Executive 
Messenger from the Post Office window, and of 
this number fully 80 per cent. related to the 
Anarchist case. The greater part of these were 
from Chicago, and Gov. Oglesby this afternoon 
sald that while there were many demands that 
the sentence of death be carried out, the propor- 
tion of requesta for commutation were decidedly 
larger than on any previous day. * As a matter 
of fact,” aaid the Governor, “ the pleas for clem- 
ency have always been sumewhat greater than 
the requests for non-interference, but this morn- 
ing the proportion was sumewhat greater than 
usual.” 

**Have you had any callers to-day?” he was 
asked, 

“No, [have seen no one to-day. I haves 
nearly the whole day at home and have been 
very busy. The delegations, [ presume, will ve- 
gin to come in to-morrow or next day, and when 
they do [I propose to receive them all in 
the reception room at the Capito). Everybody 
will be accorded a patieut hearing and the case 
finally disposed of, just as all other cases of like 
character have been in the past.” 

Numerous telegrams have been received by 
the Governor during the day, most of them 
from Chicago. Their tenor canuot be learned 
other than that one of them was from a proin- 
inent Chicago capitalist, who favors Execu- 
tive clemency. There is little doubt that the 
Governer is at this time receiving communica- 
tions from an unusually large number of the 
moneyed men of the country who recommend 
commutation of sentence. Some of these gentle- 
men waive all questions as to the law and justice 
of the case and simply favor clemency on the 
grounds of public policy, insisting that it is bet- 
ter to send the condemned men to the peniten- 
tiary for life than itisto allow them to become 
— martyrs by suffering the death pen- 
alty. 


DAVID SCUTT PROBABLY DEAD. 
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THE INVESTIGATIONS OF HIS BROTHER 
INTO THE CAUSE OF HIS FLIGHT. 

The strange disappearance last month of 
David Scott, of Vernon Brothers & Co., is still 
exciting much interest. John G. Scott, of To- 
ronto, who Isa brother of the missiug man, ar- 
rived here Friday for the purpose of straight- 
ening out his brother’s affairs. Saturday 
morning Mr. Scott called on Thomas 
Vernon, the senior member of the trm, 
and urged him to sign @ statement 


exonerating David Scott from all criminal 
action. Mr. Vernon later wrote a letter to the 
brother, in which he said, as to the statement 
that he had charged David Scott with forgery: 
“ This is false. I never charged him with this 
or any other criminal offense. With all his 
faulis, and they were many, he had a warm and 
generous heart, which gave him a large circle 
of friends.” 

Mr. Scott said his investigation confirmed 
him in bis belief that his brother had com- 
mitted suicide by jumping from the suspension 
bridge at Niagara. In a letter written from 
the falis to Albert Hall, of the Lawrence- 
ville Cement Company, David said: “I long 
for final rest.” This seemed conclusive. “* My 
brother was connected with the firm of 
Vernon Brothers & Co, for 30 years,” he 
said. ‘*The first tive years he was employed as a 
clerk, and was then taken into partnerabip, with 
40 per cent. of the profitsas his portion. He 
proved himself avery active and valuable ac- 
quisition to the firm, as Mr. Vernon himself has 
told me, and was soon given the management 
of the entire business. I accordingly expected 
to find him worth at least $500,000, but [ am 
told his account 1s overdrawn to the amount of 
$60,000. Thatis a matter I can’t understand. 
With the exception of about $2,000 this over- 
drawn account consists of notes advanced for 
the support of one of the paper mills which the 
tirm was carrying. Mr. Vernon says that only 
$12,500 of that amount was authorized, but the 
whole transaction is regularly eutered in the 
books of the tirm and could hardly have escaped 
the notice of Mr. Vernon or the other partners. 

“A very plausible theory for my brother's sui- 
cide has been advanced by his friends here. 
Four or five years ago a son of Thomas Vernon's 
was taken into partnership, and )avid’s share 
of the protite was reduced to 35 per cent. 
Previous to that his income had been gradu- 
ally falling off, owing to bad _ business, 
There was a fair protit realized as 
a whole on the business, but when 
Mr. Vernon’s interest on the capital invested 
had been taken out there was Very little left. 
My brother lived at the rate of about $5,000a 
year—small enough for a manin his position— 
and, of course, he drew that amount from the 
firm. When the accounts were settled at the 
end of the year it would not be surprising if he 
found his account overdrawn under the circum- 
stances. Experts are now examining the bouks 
of the firm, and I hope to return home by Tues- 
day with every stain removed from my brother’s 
memory.” 


THE NAVAL SHAM BATTLE. 


UNAVOIDABLY POSTPONED UNTIL NEXT 
WEDNESDAY. 

NEWPORT, R. 1., Nov. 6.—Owing to the 
impossibility of perfecting the details yesterday 
in relation to placing the submarine mines, the 
proposed sham battle has been postpoued until 
Wednesday. Advantage of this delay will be 
taken to-morrow morning to discuss at the War 
College all the points of the war. game, which 
will be thoroughly explained by those who have 
drawn up the plans, so that every participant 
will know before hand exactly what is expected 
of him during the various stages of the battle, 
and the successful carrying out of the scheme 


will be thereby assured. The umpires’ rules and 
orders tothe naval brigade and in relation to 
stripping the shipa for action having already 
been issued, to-mvurrow the umpires will be ap- 
pointed. The umpires’ rules contain many new 
problems. The following are the most impor- 
tant: 

Vessels will be ruled out that pass outeide of 
the lines of buoys representing submarine 
mines. Those that pass within the radius of the 
explosive effect of a torpedo mine will be hors 
du combat, as will those allowing a torpedo to 
come Within 10 yards of them. Ships ruled out 
must display a white flag, and cannot again 
take part in the action. When they have re- 
ecelved two rounds from a heavy eun, 12 min- 
utes firing from e@ machine gun, or one minute 
from two boat guns, ther must also display a 
white flag. A signal number hoisted from the 
staff near the fort will indicate that the vessel 
having the corresponding number is ruled out. 
No gun will be fired more frequently than is 
consistent with the time necessary to serve it in 
actual battle. 

The Dolphin, which left Boston to-day, should 
be here early in the morning, and Commander 
Wilde will have ample time to complete the or- 
ganization of his brigade. 

The competitive firings by the teams of the 
diferent vessels at the target at Rose Island 
interrupted by the temporary absence of the 
Atianta and Dolphin, will be concluded to-mor- 
row afternoon, wind and weather permitting. 

The sham fight will be followed by the target 
exercise, with the ships’ batteries off Brenton’s 
Reef Lightship, after which the Richmond and 
possibiy the Galena will leave for coal and re- 
pairs, the drills of the season being practically 
at an end. 
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THE BILLIARD TOURNAMENT. 
CuicaGco, Ill., Nov. 6.—The cushionjcarrom 
billiard tournament opened here last evening. Slos- 
son and Moulds played the first game, the latter to 
run 110 points to Slosson’s 200. Moulds won in the 
thirty-fifth inning, scoring 110 to Slosson’s 111. 


Moulds’ average. 3; greatest run, 18; Slosson’s av- 
erage, 3 9-34; greatest run, 23. 

The next game was between Shaefer and Thatch- 
er, with the same odds, tlle former to make the 200 
points. Thatcher won, Shaefer’s acore at the close 
being 174. Thatcher’s average, 1 51-59; greatest 
run. 9; Shaefer’s average, 3; greatest run, 35. 


The tournament will be continued to-morrow 
afternoon.

ANSWERING MAYOR HEWITT 


CARL SOHURZ CALLS HIM TO 
ACCOUNT. 
THE MAYOR’S ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
NICOLL CONTROVERTED BY HIS OWN 
POLITICAL COURSE IN THE PAST. 


The Hon. Carl Schurz laat evening ad- 
dressed the following open letter to Mayor 
Hewitt in reply to his letter to the Harlem 
Democratic Club: 

ise New-York, Nov. 5, 1887. 

DEAR SIR: Permit meto introduce myself to 
you as one of a large number of citizens who, 
without regard to your party affilations, sup- 
ported you when you were a candidate for the 
Mayor's office. Atthe instance of some of those 
for whom [ then spoke, I addreas you now: 

In saying this I do not lay claim to extraor- 
dinary consideration, I mention it only in order 
to remind you of the fact that the ground upon 
which the independent citizens supported you 
was well understood. We believed tbat, as 
Mayor of this great city, you would infuse an 
element of superior intelligence and honor into 
the conduct of our munivipal affairs, and by the 
force of your example as well as by the legiti- 
mate use of your influence endeavor to emanci- 
pate them from the rule of that narrow-mindea, 
selfish, and not unfrequently corrupt partisan- 
ship from which the community has inthe past 
suffered so much injury and disgrace, You can- 


not fail to remember how you encouraged that 
belief. 


No just man will deny that many of your 
acts have deserved and obtained the applause 
of your fellow-citizens. So much the more is 
it to bedeplored that now you have taken a 
step which in its evil effects threatens to 
outweigh all the good you have done or may 
do during the rest of your official term; and 
here I express not only my own but the opinions, 
so far as I know, of all those who supported you 
without being moved by partisan motives. 

The contest for the District Attorneyship has 
at this time assumed unusual importance, not 
on account of personal or party considerations, 
but because itinvolves great public interests. 
The corruption so long prevailing in our mu- 
nicipal affairs has seriously injured the welfare 
as well as the good name of this community. A 
vigorous prosecution of the thieves and betray- 
ers of public trusts, of bribe givers and bribe 
takers, was felt to be the first step necessary if 
the public interest was to be protected and the 
disgrace wiped out. When at last that vigorous 
prosecution took place it was hailed by all 
good citizens as the breaking of a better day. 
Everybody knew that 1t was owing mainly to 
Mr. Martine, who controlled the cperations of 
the District Attorney’s office, and to Mr. Nicoll, 
who worked up and conducted the trial of the 
** poodle” eases, 

This wasso generally understood that when 
Mr. Martine desired a@ place on the Bench, 
as was proper enough, Mr. Nicoll was almost 
universally looked upon as his natural suc- 
cessor. There was a general feeling that he had 
managed the prosecutions not only with skill 
and untiring energy, but also with that firmness 
against adverse preasure, that feurlessness of 
the power of those he bad to bring to justice 
and of their friends which are especially in- 
dispensable under such circumstances. And 
since the District Attorney's office appeared as 
the soul of the prosecutions, as the principal 
protector of the public interest and honor, Mr. 
Nicoll, who had done so well in the. past, was 
regarded as especially trustworthy for the fut- 
ure—in fact, as the especial representative of 
the vigor of the law. 


That ordinary political hucksters who derive 
their sustenance’ from selfish combinations 
should have opposed him’ was not surprising. 
But nobody reckoned you among that class. You 
are a man of recognized ability. and high social 
standing. You have the preatige of a distin- 
guished public career, and, as the head of this 


great municipality, of important official posi- 
tien. Many a (ime you bave given the people to 
understand that you regarded public office asa 
public trust. When you oppuse whatis gen- 
erally looked upon as demanded by the public 
voice a8 wellas the public interest, it must be 
expected that you have weighty reasons for fi— 
reasons corresponding with your character and 
station. 

You have given us those reasons iu a letter 
addressed to the Harlem Democratic Club, and 
pardon me for saying that to many of your 
friends they have been a painful surprise. 

You say that originally you had been willing 
to do all you * couid in a proper way” to secure 
Mr. Nicoil’s nomination—thus admitting the 
propriety of it. Why, then, did you not doit? 
Because some time in September last Mr. Nicoli 
had told you that ‘*‘ he preferred to resume his 
private practice of the law.” My dear Mr. 
Hewitt, you and [ are no novices in public life. 
When you tell me that such a casuaigremark 
about preferring private station must be 
taken as a conclusive reason against bringing 
that man forward for office, if he 1s otherwise tit 
and desirable, you will certainly not expect me 
to receive that statement without a smile, 

Have we not both heard it said many a time 
that not the man should seek the office, but 
the office the man? Do we not both remember 
many instances when public menu were urged 
and finally prevailed upon to take office much 
against their original desire? A prominent case 
of that Kind is fresh in my memory: itis that of 
the Hon. Abram 8, Hewitt, when, after repeated 
declarations that he did not desire that oftice, he 
permitted himself to be nominated for the 

ayoralty. 

But you give up your argument in your own 
letter; for you say that Mr. Fellows wished to 
retire to his private practice just as wuch as Mr. 
Nicoll, but that “he was solicited to accept a 
numination which he heither expected nor de- 
sired.” Soitappears that the wish to retire to 
private practice was conclusive against Mr. 
Nicoll, but not against Mr. Fellows; and that 
in spite of such wish the nomination could be 
urged upon Mr. Fellows, but not upon Mr, 
Nicoll, You must therefore pardon sensibie men 
if they do not take your argument as serious. 

But you give another reason. ‘In this condl- 
tion of affairs,” you say, “the nomination of 
Mr. Nicoll was demanded by certain news- 
pupers which are either not the organs of the 
Democratic Party or are distinctly opposed to 
its principles.” Well, what of 16% Do you 
mean to say that the advocacy of Mr. Nicol! by 
newapapers not the organs of the Democratic 
Party would make him less efticient in the 
prosecution of evildoers, a@ less valuable 

istrict Attorne¥ to the city of New-York? I 
remember when Abram 8. Hewitt was a can- 
didate for Mayor, newspapers “not the organs 
of the Democratic Party” advocated his elec- 
tion. Did he repelthem? Did he think it for 
himeelf a disqualitication for the office? 

Indeed, you say that one of the newspapers 
spoke in a dictatorial tone. What of that? 
Would that have dimiuished Mr. Nicoll’s quali- 
fications for the place? Would it have lessened 
the importance of the prosecutions by a man of 
his proved trustworthiness! Let me ask you, 
instead of indulging in feverish imaginings 
about “newspaper bossea” and “brooding Bud- 
dhas,” to look the facts calmly in the face. It 
was not one newspaper that at first expressed 
the demand for Mr. Nicoll’s nomination. It was 
almost the whole press of the city; it was the 
Herald, the Sun, the World, Tue Trvcs, the 
Tribune, the Staats-Zeitung, the Keening Post, 
the Commercial Advertiser, the sail and kapress, 
Harper's Weekly, the Independent, and others. 

And why did these newspapers, in almost un- 
broken chorus, agree in that demand? Not be- 
cause they wanted to start a popular current, 
but because they moved in it. Tney did not 
create public sentiment, but they simply obeyed 
it. They only gave voice and expression to a 
demand which embodied the best impulses of our 
people and did honor to the community—the 
demand for justice and good governwent. Will 
you make us believe that, as self-respecting 
men, you and your friends among the leaders of 
the Democratic Party could not have yielded to 
that demand, because amolig the newspapers 
expressing it there was one you did not like? 
Let us see where that kind of * self-respect” has 
carried you. 

I kvow that we cannot expect our candidates 
for oftice to be perfect angels. Tam not in favor 
of criticising the private conduct of candidates 
for office unlessit ie absolutely necessary. But 
it becomes absolutely necessary when that pri- 
vate conduct reveals faults of character which 
would render the candidate unfit for the office 
to which he aspires. Mr. Fellows is an eloquent 
man, and, I suppose, a pleasant companion. He 
way possess other estimable qualities; he may 
be good yet for many things In this world; but 
recent revelations nave served to illustrate some 
of his weaknesses, which, in fact, have long 
been known, and which make him espeviaily 
untit for the duties of a public prose 
cutor. He stands self-confe as having, 
after losing a considerable sum of money, which

corruptionist of this land, and that immediately 
after he (Fellows) had left the employment of 
the prosecuting attorney of this county, and 
after Tweed'’s unexampled misdeeds had become 
clearly known to him. 

In private hfe you would, as a “ self-reapect- 
ing man,” probably leave any one guilty of 
these things to the society of bis boon compan- 
iona, to the mercy of his creditors, and, perhaps, 
tothe attention of the police. Asa“ self-re- 
specting” business man, who wishes to preserve 
the good repute of his fiem, you would hardly 
make him your partner or manager, nor recom- 
mend him to your neixhbors for confidential 
employment. Can you then as a “self- 
respecting” public mar, advise your 
fellow citizens to intrust him with almost 
uncontrollable ‘power over those interests 
which, at this moment, are to them the dearest 
—even the guod name of the community? Asa 
“self-respecting” Mayor of New-York can you 
ask the people of the eity to put the indictinent 
of gamblers at the discretion of a gambler evad- 
ing the payment of his debts, and the prosecu- 
tion of bribefgivers and bribetakers at the 
merey ofa man who did not blush when just 
risiug from the study of Tweed's crimes to beg a 
pecuniary favor from him who in our history 
stands aa the very embodiment of corruption? 
Would you thus intrust the honor of the com- 
munity to one who has confessedly shown that 
his character lacks the firat elements of the 
sense of honor required in the otfice of public 
prosecutor? 

Since your “self-respect” would not let you 
recognize the morab sense of the community 
which favored Mr. Nicoll, invite you to con- 
template calmly the “self-respect” which you 
enjoy as the eulogist of the “simple Christiun 
life” and the hich character of Mr. Fellows. 

And now, do you really think, as your letter 
seeins to intimate, that unless the peuple elect 
to the District Attorney’s oflice a man who has 
been capable of trying to escape from his gam- 
bling debts under cover of the very law against 
gambling, and of begging pecuniary accommo- 
dations from the most notorious public thief in 
the land, your party will be defeated in the 
Presidential election next year, and that 
x8 you say, “this State will open the 
Treasury to jobbers aud the schemes 
forsizn to the purposes of our Government and 
to the beat interestsof our people?” Do not 
deceive yourself. If the Demucratic Party has 
been hurt by anything connected with this 
struggle about the District Attorneyship, it is 
by the perverseness of some of its leaders who 
rejected the nan who most clearly represents, 
at this juncture, the cause of justice and good 
government, and by the nomination of a man 
whose success Would make every rascal in the 
land rejoice. Itis by the blind infatuation which 
has led those leaders te drag even the National 
Aduwinistration with them into the mire of a baud 
cause, 

What malignant enemy of President Cleve- 
land was it that induced Mr. Cooper to extort 
from him that most unfortunate letter, iuter- 
meddling in New-York city politics on the side 
of the typical dead beat” as a candidate for an 
office which is the guardian of the public honor? 
If the President had had a true friend in your 
councils, that friend would have strained every 
nerve tv confirm bis disinchuation to descend 
trom the high dignity of bis office; that 
friend would not have failed to remind 
him of 1882, when the meddling of the National 
Adininistration with New-York State politics 
resulted in the most sweeping opposition vic- 
tory on record; that friend would have strug- 
gied to the bitter end against the publication of 
the President’s letter after the uew revelations 
concerning Mr. Fellows’s career, in ignorance of 
which—I have no doubt—that letter was writ- 
ten, and after learning which I trust he would 
Wish It never had been written. 

I shall say nothing in extenuation of the fact 
that the President permitted himself to be se 
misused.

as the interests of their patty and cause to their 
blundering folly, ur their small selfishness, 

No, Sir. the injury you and your friends have 
done to your party and your cause by the nom- 
ination of such a man as Mr. Fellows would not 
be repaired, but it would be aggravated by his 
eleetion. ‘* He serves his party best who serves 
his country best,” and surely the rank. and tile 
of your party can, under existing eircum- 
stances, do no better service to themselves and 
to their cause than by showing that, whatever 
the vagaries of some of their leaders, the 
masses at least are sound at heart and worthy 
of confidence. 

To the last minute [ shall not cease to hope 
that: your true self-respect will reassert itself 
and draw you away froin that side on which, as 
you well know, you can find to-day every thief, 
every corruptionist, every law-breaker in New- 
York, including those who have run to Canada— 
for there is not one of them who does not pray 
for the election of Mr. Fellows; notone who 
aon oe stand in deadly fear of that of Mr. 
Nicoll. 

But if we cannot be spared the incredible spec- 
tacle of the Mayor of Now-York asking the peo- 
ple on the score of “self-respect” to put in the 
piees of public prosecutor a person whose self- 
coufessed and absolute moral unfitness would 
be an encouragement to the very class to be 
prosecuted, then, I trust, the citizens of New- 
York will prove self-respecting enough to take 
eare of their own honor by giving an over- 
whelming majority to a mun whoge character 
has stood the test of severest triai, who has 
made himeelf a terror to evildoers, whose elec- 
tion will show that our people really demand 
honest government, and whom they can exhibit 
aa their choice without shame.

A MONTH OF DISASTERS. 


OCTOBER’S RECORD OF LOSSES ON THE 
GREAT LAKES. 

CnicaGco, Nov. 6.—The month of October 
shows an aggregate of 285 accidents and disas- 
ters on all the lakes, 117 more than in Septem- 
ber this year, and 115 more than in October last 
year. They occurred as follows: Lake Michi- 
gan, 97; Lake Huron, the Straits, and Sault 


River, 80; rivers, 18; Lake Superior, 15; Geor- 
gian Bay, 13; Lake St. Clair, 35; Lake Erie, 
and Welland Canal, 15; Lake Ontario, 12. The 
causes were: Heavy weather 116, losa $281,400; 
stranded 55, loss $108,000; ashore 50, loss 
$229,500; sprung a leak 19, loss $36,600; dis- 
abled 24, loss $36,400; collision 18, loss 
$17.900; fire 3, loss $11,300; loas on cargoes, 
$351,100; total loss for the month, $1,066,209, 
an increase over September of $825,309. 
Reckoning 49 lives lost with the steamer Ver- 
non 132 persons were ¢rowned from vessels in 
October on the great lakes. If all these losses 
couid be thoroughly investigated there is every 
reason to believe that it would be found that the 
direct cause of more than one-half of them was 
overloading. Nine times out of ten disasters 
that are attributed to stress of weather are 
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really from carrying too much cargo, and if | 


the underwriters took pains to exawine 
and compare the bills of lading with the 
registered tonnage of vessels that are lost on 
the lakes, they would find it out. Never in the 
history of tne lake marine has the dangerous 
practice of overloading vessels been carried to 
such an extreme as this season. Everyone in- 
terested In lake shipping knows it, and yet no 
one has done anything to check the evil.

SWORD BEARER IS SLAIS 


WITH THREE OF THE 
TILE CROW INDIANS. 
GEN. RUGER ATTACKS THE CAMP O8 
THE SAVAGES—ONE OF THE SOL- 
DIERS SHOT DEAD. 

Crow AGeENcy, Montana, Noy. 6.—The 
Crow Indian affair came to a head yesterday, 
resulting in the complete rout of the Indian 
forces. The Indians held a big councilin the 
morning among themselves, and disclaimed any 
intention to fight. Gen. Ruger sent about 104. 
M. James Campbell and Interpreter Tobacco 
Jake down to the Indian camp to learn their 
intentions. The invitation was responded to 
by about 10 chiefs, with Pretty Eagle 
as spokesman. Gen. Armstrong first spoke 
telling them that he had been sent by the Great 
Father to settle the trouble with the Crows, but 
that they had been bad and that they must give 
up these bad men to the soldiers, and as tiey 
bad been bad the Great Father had turned the 
matter over entirely to Gen. Ruger, who would 
deal with thein as be saw fit. . 

Pretty Eagle said: “We will give up Swore 
Bearer, but we cannot give up the others that 
are wanted.” 

Gen. Ruger then said: ‘I want all of the men 
that tired into the agency building, and I will 
give them one hour and @ haif to come in.” 

He then told Crazy Head that he must 
bring his son, who was one of them. Crazy 
Head replied that they would go back to the 
caulip and talk to Sword Bearer. 

Gen. Ruger said: ‘That ia all [ have to say.” 

James Campbell then returned totbe Indian 
camp with the Indiaus, but came back shortly, 
Saying that a council was being held. The troops 
Were held in readivess and the Indians were 
patiently watched by the command until the 
time was up. The Indiana, in the meantime, had 
formed into a long line, and the medicine man 
could be seen riding up and down harang- 
ing them. A few scattering shots were then fired 
into the air. The time being up Gen. Ruger 
sent troops E and K down the valley on 
the left tlank of the Indians, where they 
were met by about half of the _ Indians 
gathered in the war party, which num- 
bered about 150. A red-hot skirmish re 
sulted, in which Corporal Charlies Thompson 
was killed, Private Kugene Malloy slightly 
wounded, and Private Clark thrown from his 
horse and his shoulder dislocated. These were 
aliin troop K, commanded by Lieut. Edwards, 
and Second Lieut. Byram. 

Arunning tight ensued, the Indians retreat- 
ing, some to the peaceful gathering mear the 
agency and others crossing the river and taking 
to the hills. Sword Bearer made a fina! stand at 
the crossing of the Little Horn, about one mile 
below the agency, in which he and probably 
three of his followers were killed. This was the 
result of the skirmish tire of G Troop, First Cay- 
airy, commanded by Capt. F. Kupham and Lieut. 
J. B. Aleshire. Sword Bearer’s body was brought 
into camp, but the other Indians are ouly re- 
ported dead. 

Most of the Indians circled about and returned 
to the agency, mixing with the other camps. 
There are now supposed to be from 20 to 50 of 
them looee in the hills. Several troops of cav- 
alry are now out close on their heels, aud they 
will probably soon be captured. 

There was about two hours’ actual fighting.

AN IRON SHIP CAST AWAY.

The Duchess of Argyl, a Britishjiron sbip, was 
wrecked on last Thursday night, 10 miles east 
of Bonillo Point, on Vancouver's Island, British 
Columbia. The vessel was carried ashore by 
the heavy swells and seas rollingin from the 
westward. Whenshe first struckon the bow 


the sails were set, and alight wind took her off 
for a few moments, but the renewed power of a 
heavier sweilihan any previous one cast the 
Duchess broadside upon the bigh boulders. The 
crew abandoned the ship, and in their iffeboate 
made San Juan, seven miles eastward. The 
shipwrecked crew returmed yesterday morning 
to the wrecked ship and found her bow more 
than 20 feet under water, and her stern an equal 
distance above. The seas had swept the fore- 
castle clean. Every effort was made to save the 
effeots of the vessel, but without avail.

THE HERO OF KILLIEOCRANKIE. 

OLAVERHOUSE. By MOWBRAY MorRRIS. Eng- 
lish Worthies Berio. 16mo, pp. 222. Now. 
York: D. APPLETON & Co. 1387. 


The wonder is, at opening this volume, 
that Claverhouse should have been in- 
cluded in a series bearing the title of Eng- 
lish Worthies. The task which Mr. Morris 
appears to have undertaken—to present 
such apictureof his subject as would justify 
his title to this good company—was clearly 
no easy one to perform, if indeed he 
has performed it. The name of Clay- 
erhouse has long been almost a syn- 
eonpm for cruelty and oppression. Of 
the grossest inhumanity he has been ac- 
cused. His apologists have perhaps not 
beenin numbers few, but they have been 
uninfiuential. Against them has been ar- 
rayed not only a successful cause, but the 
most popular, the most partisan, and the 
most potent of English historians. Of 
what avail then could, be the memoirs 
written by Napier as against the 
famous and glowing representations of 
Macaulay ? Moreover, how could the de- 
fender of the hopeless cause of the last 
Stuart Kings of England look for sympa- 
thetic friends in a world which has so uni- 
versally sided with the opposition ? Claver- 
house, were he indeed justly entitled to the 
udjective humane, as well as the adjectives 
brave, faithful, and pure, would stand in 
need of the most powerful advocates, and 
his advocates in need of an audience en- 
dowed with something unlike ordinary 


oor human nature. The cause of Claver- 

ouse was the losing cause, and his mission 
in Scotland has been quite generally ad- 
mitted to have been one of the most deli- 
cate and difficult ever confided to a brave 
and loyal man who might have scruples as 
to methods. 

In the vaulted chamber of a house three 
miles south of Dumfries is stillshown to the 
curious traveler an iron hook, from which 
he is asked to believe that Claverhouse was 
accustomed to hang his Covenanting pris- 
oners, while a neighboring hill 1s pointed 
out as the scene of that form of Claver- 
house’s amusements which consisted of roll- 
ing his prisoners down the incline in a 
barrel fitted with knife blades and iron 
spikes. In these circumstances it  re- 
quired a powerful advocate and a 
work more ambitious in its spirit than 
the present one to redeem the name 
of John Graham from the obloquy 
which has accumulated about it. We may 
add further that, until some one has accom- 
plished this task, it was not exactly in 
accordance with the fitness of things that 
Claverhouse should be included ina volume 
of English worthies, which has been already 
devoted to Admiral Blake, Sir Walter 
Raleigh, Richard Steele, and Ben Jonson. It 
is to be said, however, that Mr. Morris pre- 
sents a picture that is not discreditable to 
the memory of Claverhouse. He does for 
Claverhouse as much, perhaps, as it was 
possible to do within these limits,;and with 
the convictions and impressions of mankind 
so generally arrayed against him. 

The point called up in his favor is that 
the fanits of Claverhouse were only the 
faults of his age, and that the age of Charles 
and James cannot be tried by the standards 
set up in the age in which we now live, 
This is the common plea of those who seek 
to reclaim a historical character that has 
been blackened. Itis a valid enough plea 
when rightly employed, but an exceedingly 
dangerous one, foritis so hard to draw the 
line between what was in accord with the 
spirit of a given age and what was un- 
worthy of that spirit. If the standard of 
our own age is to be abandoned, what 
is the standard that we shall set 
up, and how are we to ascertain 
its characteristics with impartiality 
and safe enough exactness ? Mr. Morris does 
not write altogether as an impartial man. 
His feelings permit him to say in one place 
that Claverhouse’s devotion to the Crown 
and his religion was ‘* a passion as deep and 
sincere as that which moved the simple 
peasants of the West to find the gospel of 
Christin the horrible compound of blas- 
phemy and treason which too often madeup 
the eloquence of the conventicles,” and in 
another that the extreme party with which 
Claverhouse had to deal ‘‘no more 
represented the Scottish nation than the 
Irishmen who follow Mr. Parnell’s call in 
the House of Commons represent their na- 
tion now.” To him Claverhouse is “no ca- 
pricious and unbiased oppressor of a God- 
fearing and inoffensive peasantry, but a 
soldier waging war against aturbulent pop- 
ulation carrying arms and willing to use 
them.” He affirms that in no single in- 
stance in which the record is complete did 
he go beyond the letter of his commission, 
while in more than one he construed its 
spirit with a mildness for which he has 
never been given credit. 

The volume closes with the well-known 
remark of William of Orange after receiv- 
ing news of the defeat at Killiecrankie. 
The King was urged at once to send a large 
army into the Highlands, but he answered 
that it was needless, as the war had 
ended with the death of Claverhouse. 
As Mr. Morris quotes this as illus- 
trating what he accepts as a fact, 
it leads one to recall what he says 
earlier in the volume of the Parnellites as 
not representing Ireland and of the Cove- 
nanters as not representing Scotland, and of 
the religion of the Covenanters as a “‘ hor- 
rible compound of blasphemy and treason,” 
If the cause of Claverhouse died with 
Claverhouse, what did Claverhouse at 
Killiecrankie represent except himself and 
his personal influence, and if the religion of 
the Covenanters was treasonable, what were 
the acts of Claverhouse ? 

One of the minor idiosyncrasies of the 
author is printing the name of the French 
King ‘‘ Lewis’,’ which tempts one to quote a 
vigorous onslaught of Macaulay’s on an 
English writer who had the exasperating 
habit of printing Rousseau’s name John 
James Rousseau.

He gives a brief introductory and 
historical chapter, and then tells the reader 
about the famous John Knox, as a preacher 
and a man, in the troublous timesin which 
he lived. Next come Melville, Rutherfurd, 
Livingstone—all men of mark. The gentle 
and lovable Archbishop Leighton also ap- 
pears in company with the Scotch Presby- 
terian preachers, and Dr. Taylor, though not 
an Episcopalian, speaks of Leighton with 
that tone of appreciation which that godly 
prelate’s life and work claim, and which he 
receives on all hands. Besides these and 
others, he has something to say about 
“the Field Preachers,” as well as ‘‘the 
Moderates and Evangelicals.” Thomas 
Chalmers, the eminent Scotch divine and 
preacher, receives full attention, and the 
volume closes with a succinct account of 
“The Pulpits of the Dissenting Churches” 
in Scotland, such as the ‘“ Original Seces- 
sion Church,” the ‘United Secession 
Church,” the ‘Scotch Congregation- 
alists,” &c. The author writes, of course, 
in full accordance with the convictions and 
views which he holds, and will probably seem 
to some of his readers to be at times one- 
sided and prejudiced. Nevertheless his 
book is a good one and well worth reading, 
even by those who differ entirely with Dr. 
Taylor's ecclesiastical position or senti- 
ments. 


—The Recent Past, from a Southern Stand- 
point. Reminiscences of a Grandfather. By 
Richard H. Wilmer, Bishop of Alabama. Sec- 
ond Edition. New-York: Thomas Whittaker. 
1887.—In these days, when the “era of good 
feeling” seems to be prevailing every where, 
in both North and South, it is a good thing 
for both sections of the great Republic to 
have such a book as Bishop Wilmer’s to 
read and profit by. The good Bishop is a 
thoroughly ‘“unreconstructed” Southern 
man, and he writes as such. He defends 
and applauds the course of the leaders of 
the seceding States. He berates ‘ that 


fanatical, and at times dominant, ele- 
ment which, having raged a de- 
structive war, (and for that it becomes me 
to make no moan,) and, after having de- 


| stroyed our wealth and laid waste our terri- 


tory and revolutionized our domestic and 
political life, persistently aims at our humil- 
iation, still plies us with ignominious epi- 
thets, and, to use a vulgar current phrase, 
still ‘ waves the bloody shirt.’ ”’ He praises 
Jefferson Davis and his book, ‘The Rise 
and Fall of the Southern Confederacy,” 
suying of the book that itis ‘‘the ablest and 
fairest exposition of this question,” and of 
the man that ‘‘ he was a calm, clear-headed, 
and large-hearted man, chosen in the 
hour of need for his known merits 
and on the strength of his history, 
which was not obscure or ignoble.” 
He dedicates his book to “the cause of 
truth, right, and peace, in loving memory 
of all who gave their lives for its mainte- 
nance, andin brotherly recognition of all 
who live to vindicate and defend it.” As 
becomes a sensible, upright Christian man, 
he acquiesces in the result of the struggle, 
and says: “Yes, we have one undivided 
country. Ihave never doubted that the 
restoration of the Union was a great 
necessity for the welfare of our coun- 
try. Man plans for the hour; the 
Almighty Creator plans for the ages.” 
Apart from the author’s political sentiments 
and his free expression of these, Bishop 
Wilmer’s * Reminiscences” abound in inter- 
esting matter relating to the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, in which he isa Bishop, to 
several of the Bishops in that church, and 
to other religious bodies, such as the Roman 
Catholics, the Baptists, Presbyterians, &c. 
The writer’s spirit is genial and wholesome, 
and though, of course, he is devoted to the 
interests and welfare of the church at whose 
altars he ministers, he displays no bigotr 

and no unwillingness to acknowledge all 
that is good in those from whom he differs. 
The volume is adorned with several por- 
traits, which add to the interest and value 
of the book. It has reached a second edi- 
tion within a brief period after its publica- 
tion. This is significant, and proves that it 
is a work of merit and worthy of being read 
by those who do not as well as those 
who do agree with the writer’s views and 
principles herein expressed. He has added 
a chapter to the new edition, in which he 
holds up to view of his [sapeetnne pry and 
countrymen at large as the grandest type of 


all true “manliness,” the Master whom he 
serves, even Jesus Christ, “the way, the 
truth, the life.” 


LITERARY NOTES. 


—Another volume by Thoreau is nearly 
ready for publication. Itis really striking 
how large a proportion of Thorexu’s pub- 
lished writings have been brought out since 
his death, The new work is entitled 
‘“ Winter,” and will prove to be an interest- 
ing companion to his ‘Summer’ and 
“Early Spring in Massachusetts,” both of 
which were compiled from his journal. 
Only Autumn now remains to be dealt with, 
and we may hope it will yet become a num- 
ber of the series. The new volume has 
been edited by Mr. H. G. O. Blake, to whom 
readers are indebted for the others. 


—** Down the Islands,” is the title of an 
illustrated holiday book by William A. 
Paton, which Charles Scribner’s Sons will 
publish this season. It describes a cruise to 
the Caribbean Islands and a journey among 
them. The narration is described as 
“bright and entertaining, full of curious 
bits of information, and enlivened by many 
touches of humor.” The illustrations are by 
J. Burns, who visited the islands for the 
purpose of making them. 


—Mr. Robert L. Stevenson’s contribution 
to the Christmas number of Scribner, enti- 
tled ‘‘Ticonderoga,” is a ballad, and the 
first ballad Mr. Stevenson ever wrote. 


—A new story by J. Henry Shorthouse, 
the author of ‘John Inglesant,” will be 
publishedin Macmitlan’s Magazine, the first 
installment appearing in the November 
number. 


—A. D. F. Randolph & Co. announce a 
three-volume edition of the late Dean Stan- 
ley’s ‘‘ Historical Memorials of Westminster 
Abbey,” which is a reprint of the sixth Lon- 
don edition. 


—Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish 
Mr. Freude’s new work simultaneously with 
its appearance in London. Its title is ‘The 
English in the West Indies; or, the Bow of 
Ulysses.” 


—The edition of Mr. Howells’s “ Their 
bre a | Journey” to be published this 
month by Houghton, Mifflin & Co., con- 
tains an additional chapter. 


—A poems by Tom Hood, which will be 
printed in the forthcoming number of Mur- 
ray’s Mayagine, was delivered as an address 
before the Islington Literary Society, of 
which he was President, at the first Winter 
meeting in October, 1820. The manuscript 
was found among the papers of the Secre- 
tary of the society many years afterward. 
It is in the poet’s own hand. 


—Dr. Henry Landsell, the author of sev- 
eral elaborate yolumes on Central Asia, has 
in press for publication this month in Lon- 
don a work entitled ‘Through Central 
Asia; with an Appendix on the Diplomac 
and Delimitation of the Russo-Afghan Front- 
ier.” It will be illustrated with 74 en- 
gravings, including a map showing the 
frontier as officially negotiated. 


—A handbook of Volapiik by Charles FE. 
Sprague is announced for publication on 
Noy. 17 by the Office Company, at 37 Col- 
lege-place. Mr. Sprague is a member of the 
Academy of Volapiik. His book is de- 
scribed as containing a complete exposition 
of the grammatical structure of Volapiik, 
with progressive exercises, cautions, and 
hints; a grammatical analysis, showing 
how to proceed in translating; a vocabulary 
giving the commonest and most useful 
words, anda key to the exervises. It can 
be used for home study, and presupposes 
only a knowledge of English grammar, 
containing, moreover, no allusion to any 
foreign language.

—Mrs. Lamb contributes to the November 
number of her Magazine of American History 
an illustrated paper on the ‘‘ Historic Home 
of the Sylvesters,” the same being Shelter 
Island. It was to this hospitable retreat 
that the sufferers from_ the Quaker persecu- 
tion in Massachusetts fled for safety. 


—Of the Saturday Review, whose editor, 
Mr. Beresford Hope, recently died, the Pali 
Mall Gazetie remarks with a bald literal- 
ness almost, if not quite, malicious: ‘ That 
once famous periodical has been now for 
yours steadily going down hill. In its 
1eyday its circulation is believed to have 
ped ni 15,000. It is now nearer 5,000 
than 10,000. Various reasons are given for 
this decline, which is, however, chiefly set 
down to the editorship of Mr. Walter Pol- 
lock, whose special gifts lie rather in the 
direction of the theatre than of literature or 
politics. But whatever may be the cause, 
the Saturday has undoubtedly much deteri- 
orated since the days when Thackeray 
feared and John Bright detested it.”

DRUMMERS’ LICENSES. 


A KANSAS CITY FIRM TO TEST THE 
LAW IN TEXAS. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 6.—A Kansas | 
City firm, William A. Wilson & Co., importers 
and wholesalers of tea, has engaged in a legal 
fight with the State of Texas and feels sure of 
beating that great Commonwealth. The 
question involved is whether commercial 
travelers employed by firms outside 
that State should be compelled to pay 
license for the privilege of soliciting trade or 
not. The State has succeeded in enforcing such 


alawfor some years. At first the license was 
$200 per annum, but has since been reduced to 
$35. Word was received here last evening that 
Robert C. Stockton, traveling for Wilson & Co. 
in Texas, had been arrested. 

The head of;the firm said yesterday: “ We have 
heen paying the licenses for our menin several 
States for years and decided topmake a test case. 
On Oct. 2 Stockton wrote that his license would 
shortly expire, aud that he would become liable 
to arrest. | wrote him, if arrested, to be locked up, 
secure the best lawyers he could find, see to it 
that the papers and everything were in legal 
form, that there might be no technical defect to 
crawl out of, and thus avoid the issue; then ap- 
ply to the United States Circuit Court for a writ 
of habeas corpus. A few days afterward he was 
arrested in Tyler. He secured the services of 
Judge J. M. Duncan, who started for Galveston, 
where the United States court 1s now in session. 
The writ will probably be made returnable Mon- 
day. This will bring the constitutionality of 
the law squarely before the court.” 

Efforts have been made before to upset the 
Texas law, but alwaya without success, the 
Bupreme Court of that State holding such an 
enactment within the power of the Legislature.

NATIONAL OAPITAL TOPIOS. 


A NEW DIVISION CHIEF WANTED IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The finishing cor. 

rections are being put to the annual report of 

the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, and it 
will be given out for publicationinafew days. 

The Commissioner does not recommend the 

repeal of the tobacco tax, but the estimates 

for the coming year are framed evidently upon 
the belief that some general reorganization of 
the bureau by Congressional action is probable. 

The estimates for the next fiscal year, notwith 

Standing the decrease of business caused by the 

consolidation of Collectors’ districts, are left sub- 

stantially unchanged, with the exception of @ 
recommendation for an additional Chief of Divis- 
ion, to take charge of the oleomargarine products 

There are indications that the recommendation 

will meet with hostile criticism. It is asserted 

that the added duties imposed upou iuternal 
revenue deputy collectors by the cleomargarine 
tax are solight that they are not appreciably 
felt. It is further stated that the business 


of manufacturing tax-paid oleomargarine for 
home consumption is pow virtually monopolized 
by Armour & Co., of Chicago, and Hammond & 
Co., also of Chicago. but whose factory is at 
Hammond, Ind. ‘These firms,it is reported by 
well-informed officials, pay out of their owm 
pockets the heavy licenses imposed by the law 
upon their agents, whether wholesale or retail 
dealers, and thus have driven other competitors 
out of the market. The indisputable fact is tha§ 
the issue of internai revenue stamps for retail 
dealers in oleomargarine has dwindled down te 
such @ pointas will justify opposition to any 
effort to increase the internal revenue force on 
this account. In point of fact, the number of 
clerks in the Washington office is now too large 
for its requirements since the reduction recent 
ly made in the number of collectors whose ac 
counts have to be examined. Commissioner 
Miller, whose administration has been 
marked by wise conservatism throughout, 
evidently leaves it for Congress to determine 
which members of his official force shall be dis- 
pensed with or transferred to other bureaus of 
the Treasury Department, where their serviced 
are more needed, and with astrong suspicion 
that the tobacco tax is predoomed. 


The biennial direetory of employes of the 
Interior Department, which has just been sent 
to the Public Printer gives a list of all the 
subordinates of the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, with States from which they were ap 
pointed. In this official record Kansas heads 


the list with 83 appointments. Next fol- 
low Dakota wit 77, Oregon 66, 
Nebraska 55, and [Illinois 46, Teunessee 
the State of Indian Commissioner Atkins an 

Assistant Commissioner Upshaw, stands only 
sixthon the list, with 43 employes. Next fol- 
low Wisconsin, 41; Missouri and Montana, 34 
each; Iowa, 33, and New-York and Indiana with 
Sleach. From other States the appointments 
are few in number.

» A BIG DAY FOR WID 


OPENING OF THE SHUOTING 
SHASON IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
TWENTY-FIVE HUNDRED DUCKS SLAUGH- 

TERED IN ONE DAY—THE COUNTRY 
ALIVE WITH FEATHERED GAME. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 6.—Reports from | 
various localities in this part of Pennsylvania | 
Indicate that the past week was a most extraor- 
dinary one for the killing of wild ducks, geese, | 
turkeys, and swan, rabbits, and other small 
game by sportsmen in those localities. In one 
fay at Columbia, Lancaster County, 2,500 
fducks—canvas-backs, red-heads, mallards, black 
ducks, ‘cutter-balls,” blue-bilis, and other 
choice varieties—were killea on the dam at that 
place. 


The old Pennsylvania Canal runs on the Lan- | 





faster County side of the Susquehanna River at | 
Columbia, and connection with the Tidewater 
Canalon the York County side is made for 
boats. by towing them across the river to 
} Wrightsville, a dam a mile below Columbia, 
Keeping the water at a sufficient depth for that | 
purpose. The damming of the river forms an | 
artificial lake a mile in length and width, If is | 
the largest body of water along the Susque- 


hanna above Chesapeake Bay, and as the 
myriads of wild ducks pass southward at this 
time of the year Columbia Dam becomes a fa- 
worite resting place for them on the way. They 
ure also frequeutiy driven back from the bays 
and inlets of the Atiuntic coast by heavy storms, 
and on these occasions the Gam is covered with 
dazed and demoralized flocks of water fowl, 
Every day during the ducking season Columbia 
Dam is visited by wila ducks in greater or less 
puimber, and it is always a profitable place 
for duck hunters to resort to; but never in the 
history of the river was the dam so black with 
water fowl as on what is now called the “big 
day” of last week. 

Atdaybreak the birds began todropon the 
waterin large flocks, and in spite of the pres- 
ence of scoresof gunners in boats incessantly 
firing upon them they continued to flock and re- 
turn to the dam untillatein the afteruoon. Be- 
sides the gunners in boats both banks of the 
river were ‘:ned with men and boys with guns, 
and for 10 hours the bombardment was kept up, 
Two days before there had been 250 ducks 
bagged on thedam, which was an ususually heavy 
day’s killing, but on the big day the lowest esti- 
mate placed on the number killed is 2,500, while 
some hunters who participated in the day’s 
sport place the number at 3,000. Columbia and 
Lancaster markets were overstocked with wild 
ducks the next morning, and choice eanvas- 
backs were sold fer 30 and 40 cents a pair, while 
red-heads went begging at 25 cents. Tne less 
popular varieties were sold as low as 10 cents a 

air. Men and boys with backloads of ducks 
oarded every train, and sought the smaller 
towns and peddled the birds about the streets, 
For three days canvas-backs were a8 common 
as pork. 

The vicinity of Bedfora was invaded on 
Wednesday by enormous flocks of not only wild 
ducks, but wild geese andswans, The latter are 
still numerous along the Juniata River and its 
Dranches and the streams of the Alleghenies 
ponerent: Of wild ducks more than 1,000 were 

sreught into Bedford by hunters on Wednesday 

@li killed within a mile of the town. Several 
hundred geese were bagged. One flock of swans, 
numbering abcut 100, flew into Bedford Wednes- 
day night and persisted in keeping within the 
borough limits, although chased for two hours 
trom place to placein the village by a small 
pemy of men and boys. They flew over the 
1ousetops, and were located by their cries. A 
number were killed out of the fiock, some being 
black and others white. They weighed trom 20 
to 50 pounds each and were sold for 25 cents 
apiece. 

On the Blue Mountains, near Pine Grove, 
Echuylkill County, a flock of 50 wild turkeys 
were started from the brush by a teamster driv- 
ing along the road. In rising they frightened 
the man’s horses, and they ran away. Hunters 
followed the flock of turkeys and succeeded in 
bagging 10. Three other large flocks were 
flushed by the hunters. Will turkeys, it is re- 
ported, have not been so plenty in 30 years as 
they are this Fallon the Blue Mountains. The 
game reports are received from Perry, Mifilin, 
and Huntingdon hills. This game, go rare in all 
the country except in the small area comprised 
in those counties in this State, is killed within 20 
toiles of the State Capital, on both the Dauphin 
and Perry County sices of the Juniata River. 

During the week past Conemaugh Lake, in 
the Alleghenies, has literally swarmed with 
wild ducks, geese, and swan, according to the 
stories of A. M. Sloan and J. H. Bunot, two well- 
known Greensburg sportsmen, who spent two 
days at the lake. In one day’s shooting they 
bagged 18 geese, 28 ducks, and 3 swan, besides 
catching 250 pounds of biack bass, getting a 
shot at a deer, and killing one wild turkey. 

The first day of November was the opening of 
the rabbit shooting season in Pennsylvania, 
Opening day for that lively game in Lancaster, 
York, and Chester Counties is as important an 
event to sportsmen and as universally looked 
forward to as is the opening of the pheasant 
season in England. These three counties 
form the greatest rabbit-hunting region 
in the State. From Lancaster city 
wloné more than 1,000 hunters went to 
different rabbit haunts in the county on opening 
diay, and the rest of the county was proportion- 
ntely represented. The Welsh Mountains— 
home of the notorious Abe Buzzard gang of out- 
laws—the Martie Hills, Turkey Hill, Chestnut 
Hill, the Ephrata Ridges, Forest Hillis. Silver 

idge, the old nickel mine region, Black Oak 

Ridge, and the Fishing Creek Hills are famous 
abbit-hunting centres in Lancaster County. 
“here were 500 hunters out on the Welsh 
Mountains alone. According to returns 
from the most of the hunting regions, 
printed in the local papers, and the 
atatements of hunters, opening day in that 
county resulted inthe bagging of 10,000 rab- 
bits. As many more were doubtless killed in 
York and Chester Counties. Three hunters from 
paneaater city bagged in York County 78 rab- 

its, 62 quail, 7 pheasants, 3 raccoons, and 1 
woodchuck. The three counties named are also 
famous for their quail covers.

NOT 80 PROSPEROUS AS WAS EXPECTED 
IN SEPTEMBER. 
New-OrLEANS, Noy. 6.—The crop report 
of ,the Cotion World, published yesterday, is as 
follows: 


The outsome of the season is disappointing’ in 
comparison with the September expectations, anda 
erop even smaller than tliat of last season is reported 
in the returns. In Arkansas, Texas, and Tennessee 
the drought cut short the yield greatly. The contrast 
in many portions of the first-named State is greater 
by reason of the good yield of last season. In Texas 
the crops were spotted, Contrasted with these the 
Atlantic seaboard States fared better, and, while 
not reaching the expectations of the late Summer, 
will get more cotton than in 1884. The Georgia 
crop is very much spotted, and a careful review by 
counties does not justify some of the general opin- 
ions of the product of the State received from mer- 
chants at large centres. On the other hand, the 
Carolinas will comeup to the late general estimates 
or exceed them. Alabama has not turned out any- 
thing like what was very recently estimated, a 
larger yield in some sections being more than offset 
by a decrease in others. In the Lower Mississippi 
Valley the yield, while so much below the promises 
of the early fruiting season, is yetabove last season, 
but the gain has been ali in Mississippi. 
The picking season has proved very favorable en 
the whole, and the crop has been gathered unusu- 
ally early. Nearly all ever the belt from two-thirds 
to Seven-eighths of the crop was reported as picked 
at the date of our replies. As foreshadowed, how- 
ever, in our last report, the top crop has proved a 
failure nearly everywhere, and little was made in 
October, The worms cut short the prospects in many 
sections, adding to thedamage by drought. Light 
frosts in all the States and killing frosts over a 
very considerable part of the belt have been report- 
ed during the past month. Below we give our esti- 
mates of the production by States:

STOCKS BOOMING. 

Lonpon, Nov. 6.—The feature of the money 
market during the past week was the renewal of 
bank borrowing on consols. A million and a half 
was thus taken from the Bank of England two 
months ago, and its retention for another month will 
suffice to keep rates within the control of the bank. 
It is hoped that by this means a further drain on the 
comparatively low stock of bullion will be averted

We publish this morning an open letter 
of Mr. Cart Scuurz to Mayor HEWITT. 
We wish that every man who voted for Mr.

To any voter who may have been led 
to think that the Mayor’s advocacy of FEL- 
LOWS is good ground or even a decent ex- 
cuse for following the Mayor’s lead it 
should show his error. A stronger state- 
ment of the facts in the case could not be 
made, nor by a manentitled to more respect- 
ful attention.

The 
opportunity should not be neglected to defeat 
Tom PLATT’s State ticket; to put upon the 
Supreme Bench DANIEL G.ROLLINS and HEN- 
ry E. HOWLAND, two men conspicuous for 
legal learning and ability; to make JonHNn J. 
Knox Controller, a place for which he is an 
jdeal candidate; to elect J. T. Van 
RENSSELAER President of the Board of 
Aldermen; to elect ERNEsT HALL and 
CHARLES - K. LExow to the City Court 
Bench; to see to it that Robert Ray 
HAMILTON and ERNEST H. CROSBY are 
re-elected to the Assembly from the 
Eleventh and Twenty-first Districts, and 
that LIncoLN McLEopD, the anti-Gibbs can- 
didate, is chosen in the Thirteenth; and the 
greatest opportunity of all to put the 
“‘bosses” and the ‘* boodlers” down and out 
by electing DE Lancry Nico. District 
Attorney must be made the chief end of 
the contest. 


It should not be forgotten by all business 
men who appreciate the burden imposed on 
commerce and industry by the present tariff, 
and on all business by the present heavy 
surplus taxation, that the success of the 
Democratic State ticket will go far toward 
securing areform of. the tariff and the re- 
mission of the surplus. Such success would 
force Congress to act, andif relief were re- 
fused by the Senate would bring the issue 
fairly before the country. The decision 
then would not be doubtful. 

At Plattsburg a few days ago, Senator 
Hiscock urged the farmers to stand by the 
steel-rail combination.

The cost of transport- 
ing wheat might be reduced if the railroad 
companies were not required by an extor- 
tionate tariff and a combination of home 
manufacturers which is substantially a 
Trust to pay so high a price for rails. Itis 
difficult to convince the farmer of the North- 
west and the Mississippi Valley that a 1=- 
duction of the duty on steel rails would not 
tend to cut down the cost of carrying 
wheat, or that freeraw materials would not 
reduce the cost of his agricultural imple- 
ments. me 

The Judges of the Illinois Supreme 
Court feel so highly outraged at. the tone 
jof the foreign press regarding the judg- 
‘ment in the Anarchist cases that, it is an- 
‘nounced, the Clerk of the Court has been 
‘instructed to forward copies of the full 
text of the decision to the leading papers of 
jLondon, Paris. and Berlin, in the hope that. 
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their editors will read it with intelligent 
care and reverse their hasty and unfavor- 
able judgment. Thisis a very unnecessary 
proceeding on the part of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. American jurists are engaged 
in interpreting American laws for Amer- 
ican communities, and it is a confession 
of weakness that the comments of 
the European press are treated with 
any consideration at all in a 
matter such as this. European ed- 
itors are notoriously ignorant of Amer- 
ican affairs, as their often quoted ridiculous 
errors of fact, as well asa of judgment, prove, 
and their opinions on the Anarchist cases 
are of no manner of consequence to the citi- 
zens of this country.

We need hardly advise any voter fairly 
acquainted with the merits of the men to 
vote for Mr. JOHN BoGart rather than for 
Mr. CORNELL as State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor. Mr. BoGART stands very high in his 
profession and to technical skill and scien- 
tific acquirements he adds great executive 
ability, developed by long and varied and 
successful experience, perfect integrity, 
sound good sense, and a backbone equal to 
any emergency. He is not only wholly free 
from the taint of Beldenism, that is so of- 
fensive in the canal record of the Repub- 


? lican Party, but he could and would be the 


most efficient foe of all jobbery. He is, 
moreover, familiar with the duties of the 
office, having served with credit as Deputy 
State Engineer. In New-York and Brooklyn, 
where Mr. BoGart has done excellent work 
in Central and Prospect Parks, he should 
have strong support. 


The transfer of one of the new 10-inch 
steel breech-loading rifled guns from the 
Washington Ordnance Yard to Annapolis 
for testing at the latter point will excite 
much interest. The 6-inch and 8-inch 
high-power guns have now been well 
tried, but for the double-turret mon- 
itors and the armored cruisers, as well as 
for some other war vessels, 10-inch and 
1019-inch guns are needed. The advance 
to these latter calibres constitutes a long 
step, and there must naturally be 
some anxiety as to the degree of 
success attending it. Two of the 
10-inch guns have been injured dur- 
ing construction, but it seems evident 
that whatever damage was done in the case 
of the one just forwarded to Annapolis must 
have been repaired. The trials of the new 
gun may not take place immediately. since 
it will need first to be mounted and the 
powder specially manufactured for it sub- 
jected to some tests, while it is said that the 
trials of the gun will be further utilized by 
experiments with it against targets repre- 
senting deflective armor. 


SUMMING UP. 
Unquestionably for the voters of the city 
of New-York the choice of District Attorney 
is the matter of most importance in the 
election to-morrow, and this, we believe, is 
of graver importance than any that has 


' come before them since the overthrow of 


the Tweed ring. Itis not to be denied that 
the defeat of FELLOows and the election of 
Mr. NICOLL are doubtful. On the facts as 
they are known the result ought not to be 
doubtful. Mr. NicoLiis entirely fitted for 
the office by character, by capacity, by ex- 
perience, and by the manner of his nomina- 
tion. Mr. FELLows is absolutely unfit for 
the office by his low conception of public 
duty, by his immoral life, by his dishonesty 
and duplicity, and especially by his former 
connection with TWEED. This is not 
a matter of inference, or of suspicion, 
or of evidence at second hand. It is 
proved, and the worst of it is proved over 
his own signature, and its fatal significance 
is established by his contradictory and ob- 
viously false explanations. Why is it that 
acandidate for a public office of this re- 
sponsible sort, known beyond alLdoubt or 
question to be wholly and disgracefully 
disqualified, is not crushed by the exposure 
of his real character, but can still hope to 
win the votes of a majority of his fellow- 
citizens? 

It is due to two forces that support him, 
that of the ‘“ bosses” and that of the 
‘*boodlers.” He is the last, and, since 
TWEED’s time, the worst product of machine 
politics under the control of the “ bosses.” 
He was selected by them in the course of a 
** deal,” in which the various places to be 
filled by popular election were divided up 
as thieves divide their plunder. The re- 
quirements of the office for which he was 
named were ignored; his fitness for its 
duties was not taken into consideration; 
his shameful unfitness was, to some who 
put him forward, perfectly well known; the 
rights of the public were disregarded; the 
honor and interest and safety of the city 
were put aside; the man was named solely 
to suit the desires and carry out the 
plans of the few men who guide arbitrarily 
the course of the majority party in this 
city. The nomination of Mr. NICOLL was 
an act of open revolt against this out- 
rageous and corrupt political tyranny. It 
was an appeal to the people te assert their 
rights, and, being taken up by the Repub- 
lican organization, it became extremely 
dangerous to boss rule. If it succeed, 
that rule will have been hit harder than it 
has been since TWEED went down, and it 
will be years before the “bosses” can, 
if they ever can, rally from the blow. 
The fight has become to them, therefore, a 
fight for life, and they are straining to the 
utmost every resource they can command 
to save themselves. Had they foreseen the 
struggle, they might not have challenged it. 
Having challenged it, they are waging it 
with the energy of desperation. 

They are aided by the ‘boodlers.” To 
these, also, the fight is for life. Those who 
are not yet within prison walls, whether 
they are across the Canada border or abide 
in fear and trembling in this city, know 
that the only hope of avoiding the fate of 
their convict companions lies in the defeat 
of DE LANCEY NICOLL and the election of 
Joun R. Feittows. Their influence is not 
small. . All the men who have been directly 
associated with them in the past, all who 
vare or have been in politics with like aims 
and practicing liké methods, the allies of 
the “boodle” politicians among the keep- 
ers and the customers of the saloons, 
the gambling hells. the houses of ill-fame.- 


| 
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the “‘fences,” and the nameless resorts of 
desperate and criminal characters—all these 
who still possess or control votes are act- 
ively enlisted for FrLLows. The thieves, 
the swindlers, the ‘confidence men,” the 
bunko steerers, the pickpockets, all men 
and every class of men who fear the law fear 
an honest District Attorney and are in open 
or tacit league with the boodlers for the de- 
feat of Mr. Nicotu. It isa shameful and 
humiliating situation for the community; 
but it exists, and no intelligent citizen can 
misunderstand or ignore it. 

But back of the ‘‘ bosses” and the “ boo- 
dlers” stand one class who/are not conscious- 
iy in sympathy with either and yet are the 
sole reliance of both. They are the “ regu- 
lar party” voters, without whose support 
these would be utterly powerless. It is the 
men who vote their strict party ticket, be- 
cause itis the party ticket, without refer- 
ence to the character of the candidate or 
to the consequences of his election, to 
whom the “ bosses” are indebted for all the 
power for evil they possess. If FELLows is 
elected to-morrow the ‘‘ bosses” and the 
**boodlers” will reap the profit, but the 
work will be done by the political parti- 
sons. Itis to those who have usually been 
such partisans that we, therefore, make 
this last appeal. It will be idle as to most 
of them, but it may reach enough to turn 
the scale. We ask them to vote this once 
on their own judgment, on their conscience, 
on their manhood, to perform this public 
duty as they would a private one, 
to bring to their share of _ this 
public business the self-respect, the 
common sense, the independence that 
they show in their private affairs. The 
District Attorney is the chief and most 
powerful agent of the community in main- 
taining law and order as against thieves, 
swindlers, bribe takers and bribe givers, 
and the whole fell brood of crime. We ask 
every fair-minded Democrat if it is not 
better that the District Attorney shall be 
an honest man than that he should have 
been the ‘“‘regular” candidate and known 
to be dishonest ? 


MERCY FOR THE ANARCHISTS. 

In general itis a very ungracious act to 
interpose in any way between a person un- 
der sentence of death and the official to 
whom an appealis made on his behalf for 
“Executive clemency.” The case of the 
condemned Anarchists does not come with- 
in the general rule. Petitions for a commu- 
tation of their sentence have been signed 
by several citizens of high standing, who 
put their appeal solely upon the ground of 
public policy. There are other petitioners 
and other signers who are of the soft-heart- 
ed and soft-headed kind of people, to whom 
it appears very dreadful that anybody 
should be done to death by law for any 
offense whatsoever. There is no use in dis- 
cussing anything with these people. If no 
others had appealed to the Governor of IIli- 
nois for mercy there would be no occasion 
for any remarks by those whose interest in 
the matter is simply that of supporters of 
order and friends of civilization. But if 
those who hold that justice and policy re- 
quire that the sentence of the court should 
be executed remain silent, Gov. OGLESBY 
will be justified in supposing that they 
acquiesce in the appeal made to him to 
spare the lives of the murderers. 

The case has been discussed until it may 
be supposed that everybody is familiar with 
its cardinal points. Itis not pretended that 
all the condemned men were actually privy 
to the throwing of the bomb the explosion of 
which killed Officer DrGan. On the other 
hand, it has been fully established that all 
the defendants were engaged in a conspir- 
acy to effect a ‘“‘social revolution” by means 
of murder. Some of them had prepared 
bombs that were of no possible use except 
to destroy human life. Others had openly 
and constantly urged, in speech and in 
writing, the use of such bombs and of 
other deadly weapons in order to bring 
about the social revolution. They had 
counseled every workman who believed he 
was unjustly treated by his employer to re- 
sort to murder as a means of redressing his 
grievance. One of them, a day or two be- 
fore the murder, had exhorted a party of 
strikers to murder the policemen who were 
dispersing them. It was just after another 
had called “To arms!” at the Haymarket 
meeting that the fatal bomb was thrown 
from behind him. Every one of the con- 
demned persons was proved to have been 
fully committed to this conspiracy, and, in 
one way or another, to have taken an active 
part in it. Their responsibility for the 
actual explosion was the same as if they 
had prepared the bomb and left it to be ex- 
ploded by clockwork instead of the human 
tool that was in fact employed. 

Clearly there was never a case that ap- 
pealed less to any sentiment of human pity. 
If we take the view that punishment should 
be retributive, there was never a fitter 
occasion for the infliction by society of 
retribution on its enemies, If we take the 
view that punishment is exemplary, the 
case seems to be equally clear, and yet it is 
in this view that the execution of the 
sentence is deprecated by some men of high 
standing in Chicago, of whom the most dis- 
tinguished is Mr. TRUMBULL, Mr. TRuM- 
BULL’s own connection with the case, as 
counsel for the prisoners, has been such, and 
so much use has been made by them of the 
argument that he made professionally and 
under bis retainer, that his present decla- 
ration now does not carry anything like 
the weight that would belong to it if he 
spoke merely as a disinterested citizen. His 
objection is that the trial took place ata 
time of such excitement that it was “ al- 
most impossible” that the culprits “‘ should 
havea fair and impartial trial.” But the 
trial has been reviewed twice since the ex- 
citement has been allayed, once by the 
Supreme Court of Illinois, and once by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, bodies 
asmuch out of the way of being infected 
with popular excitement as any that could 
be named. Both have decided, after hear- 
ing able counsel for the prisoners, of whom 
Senator TRUMBULL was one, that the trial 
was infact fair and impartial. Argument 
to show that it was unlikely. to be fair-and. 
impartial is rendered futile by this fact. 

The other point made by Senator Trum-. 
BULL is one in which he probably has more 
confidence, It is the same thatis put for-: 


ward by all the petitioners for clemency 
who cannot be suspected of acting either 
from sympathy with Anarchists or from a 
general aversion to the infliction of capital 
punishment. ‘The condemned claim, how- 
ever erroneously, to be advocates of a prin- 
ciple, and to execute them would, in my 
judgment, be bad policy. It will be claimed 
for them that they were executed as mar- 
tyrs to a cause, whileif put in prison they 
would soon be forgotten.” Another lawyer 
said, in explanation of his signing the peti- 
tion, thatif sent to prison the condemned men 
“would be robbed of all the romance, the 
sentimentality, the exaltation of martyr- 
dom.” A third asked: “Will it pay to al- 
low these men to become martyrs?” 

As a question of public policy it seems to 
us that these petitioners have made a grave 
mistake. The question is, “‘ Will it pay” to 
treat a murderer who calls himself an An- 
archist differently from a murderer who 
makes no such pretensions. If it be under- 
stood that the crimes of Anarchists are to 
be regarded, either by courts or by Govern- 
ors, a8 in some way more excusable than 
the same crimes when not committed by 
Anarchists, we will have gone some distance 
toward putting anarchy on the footing of 
a religious belief, though we do not allow a 
religious belief to excuse illegal acts. The 
real question is whether other Anarchists 
will be more effectually deterred from com- 


-mitting otLer murders if they have reason to 


believe that they will be sent to prison or 
if they have reason to believe that they 
will be hanged by the neck until they are 
dead. To ask this question is to answer it. 
It is noteworthy that the police of Chicago 
are profoundly disgusted with the efforts to 
procure a commutation of the sentence of 
death. They believe that their lives will 
be in more danger if the lives of their 
murderers are spared than if they are taken. 
Of this they are very good judges. It is to 
be hoped, and believed, that Gov. OGLESBY 
will refuse to intercede to save the lives of 
men who are as dangerous to any com- 
munity as an equal number of mad dogs. 


REVELATION AND THE LAW. 

Several well-known Mormons of Salt 
Lake City recently were summoned to act 
as jurors. Out of twenty-seven who were 
examined in two days eighteen refused to 
take the oath required by the court. 
Among those who refused were men who 
voted for the new Constitution, which 
forbids polygamy and makes it a peniten- 
tiary offense, and at least one of them had, 
as a delegate,voted for that Constitution in 
the convention which framed it. 

Tho Salt Lake Herald, a Mormon newspa- 
per, characterizes the summoning of these 
Mormons and the presentation to them of 
the oath as a “political trick,” asserting 
that the oath was not the oath required by 
the Edmunds-Tucker act, but one devised by 
the enemies of the Mormon Church for the 
annoyance of its members. Foreseeing that 
the rejection of this oath by so many 
prominent Mormons will be regarded as 
proof of the insincerity of those who are 
supporting the Statehood movement, it 
offers this excuse for their action. Let us 
see wherein theoath required by. the court 
differs from that which was provided in the 
law. The essential part of the provision in 
the Edmunds-Tucker act is .that the juror 
shall— 


“state in such oath or affirmation his full 
name, with his age, place of business, bis status, 
whether single or married, and, if married, the 
name of his lawtul wife, and that he will support 
the Constitution of the United States, and will 
faithfully obey the laws thereof, and especially 
will obey the act of Congress approved March 
22, 1882, [the Edmunds act,] entitled ‘An act to 
smend section 5,352 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, in reference to bigamy, and 
for other purposes,’ and will also obey this act, 
{the Edmunds-Tucker act,] in respect of the 
crimes in said act defined and forbidden, and 
that he will not, directly or indirectly, aid or 
abet, counsel or advise, any other person to 
commit any of said crimes.” 


We havenot the exact language of the 
oath prescribed by the court over which 
Judge ZANE presides, but the Salt Lake 
Herald says that it— 


“— requires jurors to swear that they will 
obey thelaws of the United States prohibiting 
polygamy, bigamy, unlawful cohabitation, in- 
cest, adultery, and fornication; that they will 
not hereafter, at any time, in obedience to any 
alleged revelation, or to any counsel, advice, or 
command, from any source whatever, or under 
any circumstances, enter into plural or polyga- 
mous marfiage, or have or take more wives than 
one, or cohabit with more than one woman con- 
trary to said laws; that they will not at any 
time hereafter, directly or indirectly, aid or abet, 
counsel or advise, any person to have or take 
more Wives than one, or to cohabit with more 
than ono woman, or to commit incest, adultery, 
or fornication contrary to said laws; that they 
are not bigamists or polygawists; that they do 
not cohabit polygamously with persons of the 
other sex, and that they have not been convicted 
of any of the offenses above mentioned.” 


It appears that this oath is not an exact 
copy of the oath prepared for voters by the 
Utah Commission, nor does it repeat the 
language of the statute, but it does not 
require from the juror anything beyond that 
which is required in the statute. It-is an 
amplitication of the statute’s language. 

Why do Mormons refuse to take it? From 
the’ Heralds reports we learn that H. B. 
CLAWSON, Jr., son of a Mormon Bishop, who 
voted for the new Constitution, declined to 
take it because ‘‘to be required to swear 
that he would never carry out his religious 
convictions if he became convinced that a 
revelation commanded it was absurd.” We 
direct. attention to this explanation because 
itis full of meaning. NELSON A. EMPEY, a 
Mormon merchant, declined because it con- 
tained “outside matter about the vast, un- 
certain future, and obedience to any alleged 
revelation.” JOHN CLARK, a member of the 
Salt Lake City Council, admitted that the 
oath was substantially in accordance with 
the law, but added that it contained ‘‘a lot 
of stuff foreign to the law.” ALONZO YOUNG 
said it was “odious to him to promise so far 
into the future.” 

The court reports show that others were 
in doubt as to their future course. For ex- 
ample, JOHN MCDONALD said he could take 
the oath “for the present, but did not 
think that any young man of his age could 
safely say as to the future.” He finally de- 
clined to take it. His doubts as to his 
future course should be considered in the. 
light afforded by the list of crimes pre- 
sented in the oath as quoted above. 

The Herald geserts that the court’s oath 
““andertakes to commit the subscriber to a 


refusal of obedience to Divino revelation,” 


wer 7, 1887. 


and declares that “the trick iscleverly and 
deliberately played to get the Mormons into 
a false position, and to use that position 
against them politically.” For the sake of 
fairness we have quoted the Herald’s own 
description of the oath. Does it go ont- 
side of the law? Does it require any 
promise that is not clearly required 
in the law? It may be that the 
court should have followed the statute 
more closely, but the‘ question is, Why 
should not a Mormon who has decided that 
he will work for the suppression of polyg- 
amy be willing to take this oath, which is 
in the line of what is assume:l to be his pur- 
pose and determination, and which differs 
from the statute only in enumerating the 
prohibited crimes and expanding the lan- 
guage without adding to the requirements ? 
The difficulty seems to be in the specifica- 
tion that not even “revelation” shall be 
permitted to make the oath taker become a 
polygamist, and it is partly on account of 
the force of Mormon “revelation” that the 
people of the United States are not ready to 
allow the Mormons to govern themselves. 


SCHOOL SLATES AND FLOUR BAGS. 

We notice that Senator Hiscock and 
other protectionist orators still fight shy of 
the Trust monopolies, the offspring of a 
protective system.. The Senator has been 
urging the farmers to keep up the present 
tariff, because they “are most vitally in- 
terested.” Why does he not defend before 
them the création of such combinations as 
the Paper-Bag Trust, of which his friend, 
the Hon. JAMES ARKELL, is President? 
This Trust was recently organized at Cana- 
joharie, with a capital of $2,000,000. The 
Boston Commercial Bulletin of the 5th 
inst. says: 


“ While the consolidation has made no move 
in the matter, its affairs as yet being too em- 
pryotic, a uniform price list based upon higher 
figures will soon appear. The class of bags that 
this price list most concerns is the large flour 
sacks which are largely used in the West. In the 
West comparatively little flour is bought in bar- 
rels, the trade preferring it in sacks.” 


The same journal asserts that the paper 
used for these bags is made of manila rope 
or jute butts. The duty on jute butts is $5 
a ton; on manufactures of manila and jute 
it is 35 per cent. ad’ valorem. The Tribune 
says that Congressman. GEORGE WEST, of 
Ballston, one of the largest. manufacturers 
of paper bags, makes a specialty of the bags 
used by grocers. He is “ the controlling 
spirit” of an association or Trust, of 
which several other .makers of such 
bags are members. The Tribune also speaks 
of the Arkell combination, which was made 
to destroy competition, and remarks that 
“this is only following the tendency of the 
times, which is leading everywhere to busi- 
ness consolidations.” Mr. ARKELL tells the 
Tribune that such Trusts-“‘are a sort of pro- 
tective tariff on business,” and even cites the 
exampleof the infamous Standard Oil Trust 
as evidence that they are beneficial to the 
people. 

While the farmers are thinking about the 
Flour-Bag Trust, the Lead Trust, and other 
monopolies formed undef the shelter of 
high tariff rates to kill competition ina 
home market, from which competition from 
abroad is excluded by the tariff barrier, 
they should also take into consideration the 
new School-Slate Trust. Moreover, this is 
a Trust that deserves the attention not 
only of farmers, but also of people in other 
walks of life. 

“The increase in the price of school slates 
that has just been ordered by the manufact- 
urers’ combination which controls the busi- 
neas in this country is the second advance 
that has been made within the last six 
months.” Thisisfrom the Tribune, a paper 
which has repeatedly-defended a high pro- 
tective tariff on the ground that it encour- 
ages in the home market competition which 
reduces prices to the home buyer. The 
School Slate Trust was recently organized. 
Early in May the prices were raised 121, 
percent. Again, a week or two ago, they 
were raised about 5 percent., and the above- 
mentioned tariff organ says that they ‘“‘may 
go still higher.” ‘ 

The duty on imported slates and slate 
pencils is 30 per cent. ad valorem. Pro- 
tected by this, the slate makers of this 
country unite and put up their prices, 
taxing the school children of the United 
States at their pleasure, for there is no one 
to undersell them at home and the duty 
excludes foreign-made slates. The‘ Zribune 
asserts that ‘‘even if there were no pro- 
tective tariff” on slates the Trust could 
defy foreign competition. Then let the 
tariff tax be taken off. Let the people have 
the benefits of competition from abroad, 
if they cannot have the advantages of com- 
petition in the home market. 

Trust making is ‘‘ the tendency. of the 
times,” as Mr. ARKELL says. It is a tend- 
ency which the people will check in some 
way. Itis manifested in so many branches 
of industry because, with foreign competi- 
tion excluded, the people are at the mercy 
of home manufacturers who unite to create 
monopolies and raise prices. The protec- 
tionist manufacturers who make Trusts are 
supplying revenue reformers with good 
ammunition in abundance.

RAILROAD CROSSINGS AT GRADE. 

It was recently reported that the Presi- 
dent of the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company, having dis- 
covered that a majority of the members of 
the Connecticut Legislature were of the 
opinion that tho towns of the State ought 
not to be required to pay any part of the 
cost of abolishing grade crossings, was 
ready to agree that his company should pay 
the entire cost of the work if the State 
would in return permit it to issue new stock 
to the amount of the ascertained expendi- 
ture. President CLARK has since declared 
that this report had no foundation in fact. 

Such a solution of the problem might be 
satisfactory to some of the parties con- 
cerned. Of the 1,247 grade crossings in 
the State, 518 are said to be on this com- 
pany’s lines. The estimated cost of a sepa- 
ration of grades recently ordered at 22 of 
these crossings is $108,330, or an average 


‘of nearly $5,000 for each one. At this tate 


the cost of changing all of the crossings 
would be about $2,500,000. But the ex- 
penses in the cases mentioned were ex- 
ceptionally large, and the total cost could 


not exceed $2,000,000. The company’s 
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capital stock is $15,500,000, upon which it 
pays 10 percent. dividends. It isrestrained 
by law from paying more. Its net carnings 
last year were at the rate of nearly 14 per 
cent., and it has accumulated a surplus of 
more than $3,000,000. The stockholders 
would like to divide a part of this surplus, 
but if the capital should be increased by 
only $2,000,000 the surplus might still re- 
main intact. The net earnings last year 
were equal toa 10 per cent. dividend on a 
capital of $21,332,400. The addition of 
the $2,000,000 required for crossings—and 
the addition of even $5,000,000—would 
not exhaust the company’s power to pay 10 
per cent. out of its net earnings. 

The present stockholders would be very 
glad to take the new stock at par; the towns 
would escape taxation for the cost of the 
proposed changes of grade; the State’s rev- 
enue from corporation taxes would be in- 
creased, and the expense of an extra session 
would be saved. From some points of view 
it is an attractive scheme. 

But why should not the company be re- 
quired to pay these exponses out of its 
large surplus and the annual excess of rev- 
enue over 10 per cent. dividends? Must it 
be induced to do its plain duty by legisla- 
tion which will increase the profits enjoyed 
by stockholders who own a monopoly of 
transportation eastward out of this city 
and already exact exceptional interest on 
dheir investment? The grades have been 
separated on that part of the line which 
lies in New-York at the company’s expense, 
and the company has even, as we arte in- 
formed, given bonds there to the towns for 
their protection. Thisit has done in New- 
York without requiring pay in the shape of 
additional] stock privileges. Why should it 
not take the same course in the State whose 
favor it has always enjoyed? The cross- 
ings could be changed at the expense of 
two-thirds of its surplus or by the use of 
the excess accumulations of four years, 

As for the exaction of a part of the cost 
from the Treasuries of the towns through 
which this very prosperous line passes, we 
do not believe that it can be defended on 
the ground of equity. The law permits it, 
and the people—with the help of railroad 
inflnence—have made the law, but it seems 
to be admitted that they would now repeal 
it if they could have the opportunity. Wo 
notice that the Engineering News character- 
izes as preposterous our recent statement 
thatthe burden imposed by this law on 
“some of the sparsely-settled towns is 
heavy.” We may cite the case of the town 
of Stratford. We are informed that at a 
recent hearing before the Railroad Commis- 
sioners in that town the New-Haven Com- 
pany’s engineer estimated the cost of sepa- 
rating gradesin the town at $30,000. By 
law the Commissioners are empowered to 
assess one-half of the cost onthe town. But 
the entire amount raised annually by taxa- 
tion in Stratford is only $16,000, Would 
not the doubling of the tax impose a heavy 
burden on the farmers of the town? Would 
not the exaction of such an amount from 
them be contemptible on the part of this 
wealthy corporation? We are unable to 
see why that town, for example, should in 
equity be required to pay one cent for a 
separation of grades, except in constructing 
new highways from one side of the railroad 
to the other.

The princely gifts to the Metropoli 
Museum of Ari which the late Miss Catharing 
Lorillard Wolfe bequeathed has been hung abot 
the inner of the twoeastern galleries. From a mis« 
take of the architect's the light in these galleries 
is very poor, the rooms being too high for the 
amount of skylight. It will therefore be wise 
for visitors to time themselves so as to react 
the museum by 3 o’clock, unless they are willing 
to miss some of the paintings on the upper tier. 
Miss Wolfe's gift consists of 120 paintings and 2% 
water colors by many French artists, a few Ger 
man painters, andasprinkling of Belgian, Span< 
ish, and Italian. Among the 111 artists represent« 
ed there are also three Americans, one English-' 
man, an Austrian, and a Hungarian. While 
none is represented by his chef d’euvre, unless 
perhaps Troyon, the average of the collection is: 
high, since many are very remarkable specimens 
of handiwork and only a few are inferior paint- 
ings. Asa Miss Wolfe bad the generosity to be- 
queath $200,000 as a fund to care for these 
pictures and enlarge the collection, ner gift 1s in 


every way substantial and worthy the close of 
a life remarkable for many other acts of benefi- 
cence. 

Miss Wolfe stands at the head of the gallery 
looking out of a gorgeous frame at the paintings 
which were her silent comrades in the house on 
Madison-square. Cabanel is a born courtier, and 
while retaining a likeness to a surprising degrea 
has lent to the traits of our late fellow-towns- 
woman au aristocratic look, softened away the 
traces of age, given to her hands and figure the 
distinction that few ladies inherit, and painted 
anelaborate costume with a »rilliant brush. 
We need not suppose that M. Cabanel was alto- 
gether a filatterer in cold blood, for bis 
ideal pictures show exactly the same methods 
of treating the human figure. “The Shulamite 
Woman” is one of his popular creations—large- 
eyea, languorous and highly wrought, such as 
cause him to be accused of sentimentality and 
what the French cali banalifé. Heisin the op- 
posite camp to the naturalistic and realistic art« 
— who have grown in favor during the last dec- 
ade, 

Atthe other erdof the gallery hangs Prest. 
dent Huntington’s portrait of John David 
Wolfe, the donor’s father, a successful hardware 
merchant, who retired from business with a fort- 
une when Union-square was up town. On Miss 
Wolfe’s left hand bangs a small Meissonier, 
painted in 1869, remarkable for its fine outdoor 
effects, the scene being the road by the sea at. 
Antibes, France, and for the ones of its two little 
figures. A General and his Adjutant ride toward 
the spectator in earnest Cofiversation. This was 
shown at the Bartholdi loan collection. Just 
above is a small canvas from the Laurent- 
Richer sale, a studio interior with the artist 
brothers Vande Velde examining some work. 
This is another little jewel of a Meissonier. In- 
teresting but not so masterly is ‘The Sign 
Painter,” a water color dated 1872. 

Decamps and Dupré, workmen ina vein very 
different from that of. Meissonier, are represent-. 
ed by excelient pieces. ‘*The Night Patrol at 
Smyrna” may ve remembered in Mr. John Tay- 
jor Johuston’s gallery for its rich, yet quiet, 
color, its quaint Orientalism, its tremendous go 
as regards the running and riding men. It is 
rare to tind in America 60 telling a Decamps. 
The Duprés are two; ** The Hay Wagon,” a mas- 
terly little landscape of an early period, 
once owned by the late William Tilden 
Blodgett, and “The Ojd Oak,” con- 
taining the greenish-bine tones peculiar 
to this veteran landscapist. The specimen of 

-Henner is a seated nymph or other impossibie 
woman, russet-haired and filmy of outline; the 
counterpart of a hundred others by this ‘un- 
wearied repeater of one thoughr. Bonnat shows 
in “ Egyptian Fellah Woman and Child” how 
much he has failed since 1870, when this was 
painted. The painting ia less mannered than later 
work, and the figures are graceful and interest- 
ing from an ethnological standpomt. The Cou- 
ture is an exquisite canvas representing a French 
schoolboy with a romantic face, who is clad 
in garments long ago sacrificed by the most con- 
servative French parents. He is watching a 
aoey bubble rise, and looks profoundly melan- 
choly. This victure, called ‘The Idle Student,” 
is one of those in which Couture concealed an 
allusion to himself and his own disappointed 
hopes. If, as the catalogue states, it was really 
Dalnted to the order of Mr. Jonn Wolfe, the art- 
ist took the liberty of writing between the lines 
@ chapter from bis own innér history. 

Four pieces by Vibert show his versatility and 
popularity. “The Startled Confessor” appears 
to be receiving some remark that acts like a gal- 
vanic shock, from the dark, plump beauty who 
whispers in his ear. Let us hope not a confes- 
sion that affects him personaliy. ‘* The Repri- 
mand” is a skit at indulgence in the pleasures 
of this world by a portly eécclesiastic. The 
young girl whose duenna is rating her ex- 
presses embarrassment and obstinacy in her 
figure. Other French pictures worth examining 
are “A Farm Yard,” by Vollon; “ Bashi-Bazouk,”’ 
by Barque; * Fountain of Bulls, Granada,” by 
Worms; * Skirmish Between Cossacks and Im- 
perial Guard, 1814,” by Detaille; “Edge of a 
Forest,” by Diaz; “Interior, with Figures,” by 
Domingo; “Ville d@’Avray, Paris,” by Corot; 
‘* Prayer in a Mosque, Old Cairo,” and “ An Arab 
Boy,” by Gérome; “The Japanese Robe,” by 
Alfred Stevens, and ‘‘ Hulland Cattle,” by Troy- 
on. The last was purchasea in New-York in 
1860 by Mr. John Wolfe, and is one of the finest: 
apecimens of this cattle painter ever imported. 
Itissuperbin color. Troyon not only painted 
Holland cattle, but Holland painter's craft into 
this magniticent piece. 

The Munkacsy belongs to the period when that 
artist was famous, but net yet a confectioner of 
star pictures, and shows his good Munich train- 
ing and natural cleverness in finding and hold- 
ing types of people. ‘A Pawnbroker’s Shop” 
was painted to order in 1874. The Piloty is the 
original of “The Wise and Foolish Virgins,” 
afterward enlarged, the entarged edition of 
which will be shown this week at the 
Yandell Gallery. The great Knauss is “The 
Holy Family,” a very delicately wrought and 
charming composition representing the Madons 
na and Christ child with adoring pulti, and St, 
Joseph rolling up his eyes in the background ir 
& somewhat theatrical style. Itisalarge panel- 
The other paintings deserving of notice wil 
have to wait for another opportunity.

“ The candidate was put in nomination by the 
Republican Couvention, hus been indorsed by 
the Irving Hall Democrats, and is the accepted 
nominee of independent citizens. He is 33 

ears of age and a native of Bay Bide, Long 

sland, where his family resides. One of his an- 
cestors was the first Mayor of the city after the 
colony passed into the control of the English. 
The De Lancey family was another prominent 
one of the time. Mr. Nicoll was educated in the 
con mon schools and at Princeton College. He 
Was an upcommontly bright scholar and on grad- 
wating, in 1874, was selected on account of bis 
rank in study and his literary proficiency 
to deliver the valedictory oration of his ciass. 
He received the Master’s degree three years 
later, having in the meantime been studying law 
in the Law Schoo! of Columbia College, where he 
took his degree of Bachelor of Laws, and was 
admitted to the Lar iu this city. He entered im- 
mediately upon the practice of his profession, 
and very speedily made his mark by his ability 
audindustry. He had attracted the attention 
of the Bench and Bar toa degree quite unusual 
in so young & man, When at the beginning of 
1885, Mr. Martine chose him for one of the as- 
Bistants in the office of District Attorney. 

*“ His opportunity to show the mold in which 
he was cast and the good stock from which he 
was generated came with the prosecution of the 
members of the Buard of Aldermen of 1884 who 
were accused of accepting bribes for their votes 
Inu favor of the Bruad way Raltlroad franchise, and 
of those who were charged with bribing them. 
The difficult task was assigned to him of prepar- 
ing tie evidence and arguing points of law be- 
fore the court. On the success with which this 
task was perrormed mainly depended the results 
of these trials. There had never been a convic- 
tion for bribery of a public officer under the 
laws of the State and many legal points 
were in doubt, what in the nature of 
such cases the obtaining of evidence is 
@ matter of great difliculty. The indict- 
ments. were first attacked as being brought 
under the wrong sections of the Penal Code, 
and this was the chief question that went to the 
Court of Appeals in the first case,that of Jaehne. 
Mr. Nicoll made the argument for the District 
Attorney at every stage of the contest, and his 
position was upheld by the court of last 
Tesort, as it was also with reference to the 
admission of Jaehne’s confession as evidence 
and its sufficient corroboration by circum- 
stances. In all the trial it fell to Mr. Nicoll to ex- 
amine persons presented for the juries, aud to 
argue the questions raised as to their qualifica- 
tions; to open the cases for the prosecution; to 
prepare and arrange the testimony; to examine 
the witnesses and array the evidence. The re- 
sult was conviction in every case tried except 
that of Cleary, upon which the jury disagreed. 

“The most difficult and perplexing of all the 
cases was that of Jacob Sharp, the al- 
leged chief of the bribers, aud in this 
Mr. Nicoll displayed his mustery of the cases 
and his consummate skill in their preparation 
and the conduct of the trials ina manner to 
command general admiration. In the argument 
of legal quesiions before the triai Judge, the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Ceurt, and the Court 
of Appeals he placed himself in the foremost 
rank of advocates before the Bench. As aresult 
of his brilliant success and the firmness with 
which be resisted every effort to swerve him in 
his course asa public prosecutor, there was a 
general demand for his nemination to succeed 
Mr. Martine.” 

The sketch is a simple statement of fact, and 
will doubtiess prove no small factor in the tidal 
wave thatis to carry the rising young lawyer 
into office.

DISAPPEARANCE OF THREE BOYS—PART 
PLAYED BY A WILY COUSIN. 
Adolph Moritz, of 22 East Seventeenth- 
Street; J. Harry Bunsman, of 25 West Seven- 
teenth-street, and Harry Gardner, of 219 West 
Thirteenth-street, lads of about 14 years of age, 
have been missing from their homes since last 
Wednesday. Their parents have unanimously 
reached the conclusion that they have gone 
West to enjoy the realities of life as it has been 
revealed to them by dime novel literature, to 
which they had before their departure been 
giving their joint, undivided, and serious at- 
tention. The parents of young Moritz, who 


keep an eating house at 22 East Seventeenth- 
street, have discovered that unless he is an 
imaginary individual a Peekskill man named 
Timeny C. Adams had a good deal to do with 
inducing these three, and possibly, others to 
jeave their homes. 

Ou Wednesday evening Adolph was missing 
and at novn on Thursday Mrs. Moritz discov- 
ered that a bureau drawer, which she kept 
locked hud been burst open, and that her son’s 
savings bank book had been removed. She pur- 
sued ber investigations further and found that 
the boy's clothing had also disappeared. Finally, 
she got the chambermaid and her nephew to 
covfess that they nad helped the runaway. The 
Tunaway boy’s cousin thought that he would 
take the runaway’s place in the nousebold and 
thus very materially improve his prospects in 
life. This wily youngster said that the 
man Adams had been for some days 
trying to coax Adolph to go away 
with him. He bad met Adolph in Union-squere 
and had told him that he was a resident of 
Peekskill, where he was a candidate for office 
and was sure of election, having bought up 
enough votes at $5 each to insure success. He 
said that he had a fine place in his office picked 
outfor Adolph. He promised to send Adolph in 
afew days a letter addressed to the Morton 
House, advising him of when he wanted him to 
make the trip. 

This letter came last Wednesday and was re- 
ceived by Adolph, who read it to his companions 
and then madé 4 morning trip to Peekskill, re- 
turning the same day and reporting that things 
were as Mr. Adams had reported and that he in- 
tended to go and work for him.

NORTHWEST WHEAT RATES. 
AN ADVANCE BY ALL BUT TWO OF 
THE ROADS. 

St. Paur, Nov. 6.—It nad been given out 
here that the freight representatives of the 
Chicago lines had reached an agreement to raise 
the grain rate to Chicago trom 71gto 10 cents, and 
raise transit rate from all points west of Minne- 
apolis; that all the roads, including the Burling- 
ton and the Minnesota and Northwestern, had 
signed the agreement, the Burlington’s rate 
being subject to the approval of the General 
Manager. When, however, these same gentle- 
men came together again Friday, things were 
not found to be so serene as they seemed on the 
evening previous. It became evident that the 
transit roads would not raise the transit rates 
from Minnesota points to Chicago, but only from 
Dakota points. The reason why this misunder- 


standing had occurred could not be ascertained, 
but as the Minneapolis and St. Louis absolutely 
refused to raise transit rates unless flat rates 
to Minneapolis were raised aiso this may have 
been the cause of the split. 

As soon as thie apparent divergence was de- 
veloped, the Burlington and the Minnesota and 
Northwestern immedixtely changed their vote 
on raising rates, leaving matters where they 
were before the meeting. Another meeting was 
held yesterday, and an attempt was made to 
bring the Burlington and the Minnesota and 
Northwestern back into the fold. The repre- 
sentatives of both these lines positively refused 
to raise the 71 cent rate, unless milling-in- 
transit orders were abolished. This the transit 
lines refused to do, and consequently Messrs. 
Hanley and Hamblin withdrew. 

The transii lines, the Milwaukee and 8t. Paul, 
Chicago and Northwestern, and Omaha, with 
the Wisconsin Central, a non-transit line, then 
came to an agreement. It was determined to 
raise the flat rate on wheat and its products 
—Minneapolis to Chicago—from 71 to 
1219 cents, to take effect Nov. 15, and 
notices were given to this effect. 
The compeusation the Wisconsin Central 
gets for this agreement is that it is allowed to 
take wheat for exportfhere ata prorata otf 71 
cents, Minneapolis to Chicago. At tirat clance 
it would seem as though the transit lines had 
been driven out of the business by the Burling- 
ton and had thrown up therponge. But this is 
far fromcorrect. The Milwaukee and St. Paul has 
now outstanding 120,000,000 pounds of transit 
orders, and the Omaha 50,000,000 pounds. This 
transitis worth from 5 to 7 cents cash to the 
road, and ia enough to last the willers all Win- 
ter. Consequently, by putting up the flat rates 
the roads will be able to get greater revenue 
from local points and at the same tine be hauling 
wheat and flour from Minneapolis at the old 
rate, or less, on transit orders. The Burlington 
and Minnesota and Northwestern will, of course, 
do all thatis done, Minneapolis to Chicago, on 
flat rates, Thetransit rate will be maintained 
as at present, so that the roads will get the out- 
ward haulon all wheat coming to Minneapolis 
over their own lines, 

There is a very interesting problem in con- 
nection with the action of the transit lines. 
These roads had already determined to raise the 
rates, but the reason that 12% cents was rettled 
upon as the figure is because of the recent 
decision of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, by which the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul cannot maintain rates on Iowa 
and Minnesota Division more than 219 cents 
higher than on the river division. The Milwau- 
kee andSt. Paul is aggressive, and it is now aup- 
posed will insist that rates from Omaha to 
Chicago be adjusted in proportion to the seven- 
and-a-half cent rate from here to Chicago. The 
rate on wheat from Omaha to Chicago present 
is 25 cents, and if made proportionate to 
the seven-and-a-half cent rate from here 
would be abont 1215 cents. Such a change 
would be a heavy blow to the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy, with its heavy local business in 
Towa and Nebraska, but could be easily with- 
stood by the Milwankee and St. Paul, whose 
Omaha line is u new one, with little local busi- 
ness. 


TWO ROADS TO BE COMBINED. 

St. Pau, Minn., Nov. 6.—A circular has 
been issued calling a special meeting of the 
stockholders of the Minnesota and Northwestern 
for Dec. 5 by the Directors of that road. The 
object of the meeting is to consider the question 
of the sale of the road to the Chicago, St. Paul 


and Kansas City Railway and to decide upon the 
terms and conditions of such sale. The deal, if 
consummated, will be the carrying out of the 
original programme of consolidating ‘he inter- 
ests of these two roads. Although they are sep- 
arate corporations they are operated by the 
saine people, and itis probable tiat the consoli- 
cation will be made, and the name of the entire 
road will be the Chicago, 8t. Paul and Kavusas 
City. The Minnesota and Northwestern is not 
the best name, as the roadisin reality the Min- 
nesota and Southwestern, and the latter name 
would be eminently proper. It is well known 
that the Chicago, St. Pau! and Kansas City Road 
is a Stickney road, and that the chief object of 
the consolidation will be to boom his interest. 


THE GRAND TRUNK FIRM. 
CuicaGo, Nov. 5.—The Chicago commit- 
tee of east-bound freight traflic, together with 
representatives of other Central Traffic Asao- 
ciation roads, met yesterday apd considered 


the new plan for making uniform rates on 
export traffic via the various seaport points. 
The announcement of the Grand Trunk Road 
that it would not agree to such uniform taritf 
unless it was granted a differential rate of 4 
cents per 100 pounds on export traffic via Mon- 
treal and Portland, upset the plans of the East- 
ern lines regarding the new acheme, and an ef- 
fort was made to-day to induce the Grand Trunk 
to change ita position. The Grand Trunk offi- 
cials, however, would not be moved, but said 
that if they found that a 4-cent differential gave 
their road any undue advantage they would re- 
duce the differential rate toa smaller amougt, 
but they did not think that a 4-cent differen- 
tial rate would give them more than a fair share 
of the traftic. It was finally decided to go ahead 
without the Grand Trurk, and give the scheme 
a trial, beginning on Nov. 14.

MURDERED 1N HIS SLEEP. 


A TRAGEDY DISCOVERED IN A PHILA- 
DELPHIA STABLE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 6.—David Lewis, an 
industrious young colored man, about 23 years 
of age, was brutally murdered in his bed early 
this morning. The murdered man had been em- 
ployed as a hostier by J. W. Metcalf, who 
keeps a livery stable at 447 North Eighth- 
street, for the past four or five months. He 
slept in the carriage room, adjoining the 


hay loft, on the second floor. He was a sober 
and industrious young man, and was saving his 
money. He was engaged to be married to a 
young woman in Camden, where he had lived be- 
fore going to work for Mr. Metcali. 

A few minutes past 7 w’clock this morning 
Richard Guacott, who is employed as a harness- 
cleaner in the stable, went to the carriage-room 
for hot water to clean the harness. A part of 
Guscott’s duty was to waken Lewis every morn- 
ing. When Guscott went to call him a sight 
met his eyes that sent him flying down stairs in 
terror, Ona pile of Diankets and butfalo robes 
which composed Lewis’s bed the man’s body 
lay covered with blood. 

Gusscott hastily summoned the proprietor 
and several neighbors, and an examination was 
made. Lewis had made his bed on the roves and 
blaukets on the fluor near the steve used for 
heating water. Near the head of his bea were 
the clotnes he had worn on Saturday and a valise 
containing part of his wardrobe. Alongside of 
him was a large 16-pound sash-weight covered 
with blood. Across his body was a heavy oak 
hay stick, with the prints of bloody fingers upon 
it. From the position of the murdered man it 
was evident he had been Killed while asleep 
and had been stunned by the first blow. 
On the =IJleft side of the head the 
skull had been crushed, evidently with the 
sash-weight. There was a cut across the face as 
if from a blow} and abole in the top of his head. 

When the body was first discovered it was 
said to be warm, and the police declare the 
man had not been dead more than 
a few hours before they took charge ot 
the body. Lieut. Smith, of the Ninth District, 
with Special) Officers Keaton and MoFarlain and 
Sergt. Hoffman, visited the scene of the murder 
and arrested William Killer, 43 years of 
age, who has no home, but who has been 
doing odd jobs and sleeping about the stable for 
the past three or four weeks. Killes made sev- 
eral contradictory statements, and, from the 
evidence in possession of the police, they feel 
sure he is the murderer.

A MURDERER LYNCHED. 
OPELIKA, Ala., Nov. 6.—A mob of armed men 
entered the jail yard last night about 11 o’clock 
and called for the Sherii¥, who answered in his night 
clothes. They covered him with pistols, and some 


of them then wentinto his room, got the jail keys, 
and opened thecell in which George Hart was 
locked, took him out, and carried him to Waverly, a 
lew miles distant, where they hanged him. George 
Hart was the negro who last October murdered in 
culd blood a rane white farmer named Eddy Wal- 
crop. He had been kept in jail at Montgomery to pre- 
serve him from being lynchea until recently, when 
he was taken to Upelikafortrial. It was supposed 
that the disposition to lynch him had died ont, and 
no precautions were taken by the Sheritf to guard 
against a mob.

Every registered voter in the city of New- 
York will have the privilege to-morrow, between 
the hours of 6 o’clock in the morning and 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, of voting for any one of 
the State, county, and judiciary tickets in the 
field, and according as he lives in thia or that 
Judicial, Senatorial, Assembly, or Aldermanic 
district he can vote for this or that candidate for 
Civil Justice, Senator, Assemblyman, or Alder- 
man. The only judicial district where there is 
to be no Civil Justice choseua is the Tenth, wea. 
includes the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourt 
Wards, 

A voter who wishes to exercise all his prerega- 
tives will carry to the polling plaee in his elec- 
tion district, (whichis the place where he reg- 
istered,) a full set of seven ballots. One will be 
indorsed “State,” and inside will be printed the 
names of the candidates of this or that party for 
Secretary of State, Controller, Treasurer, Attor- 
ney-General, and State Engineer aud Surveyor. 

Another ballot will be marked, “City and 
Couity,” and within will be given the names of 


candidates for Controller, District Attorney, 
President of the Board of Aldermen, and Cur- 
oner. 

Then will come the ballot marked “ Judiciary,” 
which will contain the names of candidates for 
the two Justiceships of the Supreme Court, for 
Judge of the Court of General Sessions, for Sur-

The ballot for Civil Justice will be indorsed 
** Justice, —— District,” and will contain inside 


the name of the candidate to be voted for. 

The Senatorial ballot will be marked “ Sena- 
tor, —— District.”

HIS MANAGERS RESORTING TO DESPER- 
ATE MEASURES TO AID HIM, 

The Sunday before election is always a 
day of feverish preparation for election day 
among the politicians. Yesterday was no ex- 
ception tothe rule, and the various campaign 
headquarters were crowded with busy workers, 
all putting the finishing touches on this or that 
scheme to insure the election of one or another 
candidate. The friends of Col. Fellows, with 
Boss Power in the van, were perhaps the most 
active. The Colonel has been on the defensive 


ever since he has been in the field. His cam- 
paign has been simply an apology for 
wrongdoing, and all his speeches have been 
explanatory of the very serious charges 
that have from time to time been mane 
axainst hin. In contrast with this is the atti- 
tude of De Lancey Nicoll tothe public. He has 
not been called upon to answer one charge from 
acy respectable or responsible source, notwith- 
standing that his maliciousiy-inclined enemies 
have scoured the city and the suburbs to dis- 
cover vulnerabie points of attack against him, 
He has taken very little part in the canvass, re- 
lying wholly upon the good people of this city 
to choose between him and the candidate favored 
by Boss Power, tre “ boudle” exiles, the “ boodle” 
convicts, and the yet untried * boodle” Alder- 
men and * boodle” bribe givers. 

Meanwhile the fag end of the campaign work 
has advanced. The printera bave printed and 
dadelivered the ticketea. They will remain in the 
headquarters in the districts until it is time for 
the men who take charge of the various election 
districta for the different organizations to take 
their quota of tickets to the boxes, which will 
be set up in the 812 election districts at about 1 
or 2 o’vlock to-morrow mornixg. The * workers” 
will reach the polling places at about 5:30 A. 
M., or half an hour before the polls open, aud if 
they are honest they will begin spending the 
** boodle”’ which may have been given them by 
Boss Power sand his lieutenants. 

The money that will be handled by the County 
Democracy workers at tbe polls will reach an 
enormous sum. The liquor dealers have con- 
tributed a great part of this, something like 
$75,000, but in addition there will be the money 
received from assessments on candidates and 
oticeholders. Indeed, itis said that the chief 
County Democracy worker in wach. election 
district will be furnished late to-night with from 
$100 to $250, and when 1t is remembered that 
there are 812 election districts, the enormous 
amountof the contemplated expenditure is ap- 
parent. 

But where the money goes is a question that 
might well be asked. In some cases nearly all 
of it goes into the pockets of the workers. This 
year, however, the workers have been selected 
with unusual care, aud it can be eaid thatin 
nearly every case the money, as far as possible, 
Will be used to buy votes either by direct or in- 
direct means. Sometimes the police cornive at 
the bribery, but more often they keep discreetly 
outof the way. What money is paid to voters, 
however, is paid toa very low order of people, 
who, from habit, expect to be paid, and do not 
vote until the highest quotation for votes is 
reached. A haliway, an alleyway, the wash- 
room of a rumshop arennd the corner from 
the polling place are the places usually chosen 
by the yote buyer and the vote seller. 











PRINCETON MEN’S TRIBUTE. 
AIDING THE MISSIONARY WORK AT 
DOCKSTADER’S. 


Princeton last night took the place that 
Yale had held just a week before on Docksta- 
der's stage, and six of her young men spoke to 
the students of the New-York schools and col- 
leges who filled the hall. It was the second re- 
ligious meeting of the series being held. by the 
students, and it was a very successful one. 
William E. Dodge, who was Chairman, urged 
his hearers to realize the benefits that came to 


young men from grace and grit. There is a per- 
sonal devil, Mr. Doage believes, who is always 
reaching out for victims, tinding many among 
those whose intellects tie them up in theological 
knots. Only two classes of men have thorough 
unbelief—one, those whose vision is blurred, the 
other, tuose who have some secret sin lo cover 
up by unbelief. 

George Reynolds, a post-graduate student and 
rightticliaer on the Princeton ball nine, testitied 
to the pumber of Christian men among the ool- 
lege athletes. E. T. Carter, leader of the glee 
club, and E. H. Herrick, also of that organiza- 
tion; T. F. Turner, George Scott, winner of the 
prize debate last year, and W. M. Daniels, a high 
stand man and an editorof the Nassuu Literary 
Magazine, all talked in a manly, straightforward 
way that made a most favorable impression. 
Mr. Daniels. especially, struck the popular chord 
when he told how men had urged upon him that 
they could not take to heart some pulpit teach- 
ing, andadued: ‘I don’t believe a man should 
awullow everything he hears simpiy because it 
comes from somewhere three feet above con- 
tradiction.” 

Then he told a story ofa little boy who, while 
riding with his father, saw a “ No driving be- 
yond a walk under penalty of the law” sign ona 
bridge, asked what it meant, and, being told, ex- 
claimed to his father, “Oh, papa! What a good 
time we could have if it wasn’t for God and the 
policeman.” ‘ There’s tou much of the ‘God 
and the policemau’ idea in & good many people's 
religion,” continued Mr. Daniels. ** Princeton is 
such a blue Presbyterian strungbold that we 
sometimes get credited with having Yale’s color, 
but we brought Pref. Drummond there, aud he 
did a great work for us all.” 

The Princeton men, as a rule, were better 
talkers than the Yale delegation of the preceding 
Sunday, but there was no difference in the 
earnestness displayed by both. Next Sunday 
Seth Low and students of Columbia will speak.

BROOKLYN'S UNKNOWN QUANTITY. 

The work of the last two weeks has done 
little to clear the vision of the Brooklyn poli- 
ticilans on the local campaign. They know no 
more about the probable size of the Labor vote 
now than they did then. The Democratic mana- 


gers admit that it will reach probably 9,000, 
while the Republicans put it at 11,000, and the 
Labor men claim 20,000. If it reaches 10,000 
it is difficult to see how Mr. Chapin can be 
elected. But the Democrats assert thathe can 
win even then. The Democrats count on Mr, 
Chapin’s election by 5,000 plurality, while the 
Republicans figure out a victory for Col. Baird 
by 3,500. These estimates are based on an 
equal division of the 13,600 votes which were 
east for Gen. Woodward two years ago, 
and a similar division of the 18,000 extra 
yotes which will probably be wpollea to 
morrow. With Seth Low, the young 
Repubiican Club, and a large part of the Citizen’s 
League favoring Baird, it is fair to presume 
that he will get af least $,500 of the oid Wood- 
ward votes. These 13,600 ballots were cast as 
a rebuke to a Republican convention and were 
largely Republican. Inasmuch as the great in- 
crease in registration this year came after the 
nomination ef Col. Baird and through the strenu- 
ous efforts of the Republican Party managers 
and before the Democratic convention had met, 
itis only fair to sav that in all probability a 
large majerity of these new votes are Repub- 
lican. 

It is now learned from inside Democratic 
sources that the plan of the Democratic man- 
agers in Brooklyn is, by liberal use of the large 
fund at their disposal, to procure some oun- 
vaseers in certain wards, especially the Second, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Tenth, aud Twelfth Wards, 
to manipulate the vote during the count, par- 
ticularly by counting Clancy votes for Chapin.

REPUBLICANS ENCOURAGED TO. THINK 
THEY WILL GAIN A VICTORY. 

New-Jersey will to-morrow elect eight 
members of the State Senate, sixty Assembly- 
men, Sheriffs in all the counties, and other local 
offices, Itis conceded by well-informed politi- 
clans of poth parties that the Republicans are 
likely to secure 34 or 35 of the 60 Assemblymen. 
The chief interest centres on the election of 
State Senators. If the Senate should bein ac- 
cord with the Assembly the Republicans will 
have the selection of State Treasurer and State 


Controller for three years, besides various minor 
officers. But beyond this is the fact that each 
State Senator chosen this Fall will have a vote 
for a United States Senator in 1889, to succeed 
Senutor MePi.erson. 

Accordingly most prodigious efforts are being 
put forth to carry these Senatorships. Seven 
Republican Senatora hold over. If the Kepub- 
licans elect four Senators this Fall they will re- 
tuin control of the Senate. They are almost 
certain to lose one in Cainden County, owing to 
the fierce faction tight against Senator Sewell 
led by ex-Consul ‘Thomas H, Dudley, who wishes 
to succeed Sewell himself. Mr. Dudley's son, a 
bright young man, is running as the alleged 
“regular” Republican candidate, while Senator 
Richard [erring 1s running as the ‘“Simon-pure 
regular” candidate, recognized as such by the 
State Committee. Herring’s friends hope 
that he will yet pull through, and possibly 
he may. In Salem and Gloucester the 
Repubiicans are reasonably sure of winning. In 
Somerset, there is much reason to hope forthe 
re-election of Senator Thompson, although it is 
Senator McPherson's own county, and the Sen- 
ator has an uncomfortable way of throwing 
* poodle” into a county at the last moment to 
secure the floating vote. In Union County Sen- 
ator Livingston is having a confessedly up-bill 
fignt to secure a re-election, and the Republicans 
are making astrong effort to elect their candidate. 
With a fuli Republican vote they can do it. 

Essex County is the scene of one of the most 
notable struggles of lute years. The Democrats 
have nominated Assemblyman Michael T. Bar- 
rett.a shrewa aud indefatigable worker, An 
Irish Catholic, he is expected to attract that 
class of voters solidly, aud itis underatood that 
the priesthood in the county are working for 
him energetically. With a brewer for his father- 
in-law, and as counsel of the liquor dealers, he 
expects that vote also, He is likewise helped by 
the Prohibitionists, who are making strenuous 
exertions to pileupa big Republican vote fora 
third ticket, As Mr. Barrett is pledged to 
Leon Abbett for Senator, Mr. McPherson 
is not backing him up to —“~ extent. 
The Republican nominee, A. F. . Martin, 
formerly Assemblyinan, 18 a successful and pop- 
ular business man, much superior to his op- 
ponent, and one who would be independent of 
any class or clique. If the Republicans will 
take the trouble to vote, Mr. Martin will be the 
next Senator from Essex County. Monmouth 
County was formerly good for 2,000 Democratic 
woajority. Last Fall, owing to a heavy Prohibi- 
tion vote, it gave a Republican plurality. Mr, 
Nevius, the Repuvlican candidate for Senator, 
has strong hopes of being elected to-mcrrow, 
and the leading Democrats of the county have 
grave fears that he may be right. Warren Coun- 
ty gave 2,600 majority for Cleveland in 
1884, but Jast Fall gave 115 _ plural- 
ity for Capt. Lewis Van Blarcom, the 
Republican nominee for Congress, despite the 
most lavish expenditure of money. The best- 
informed Republicans say the prospects for 
Republican success ure even better this Fall 
than they were a year ago, and they have 
strong hopes of the election of Capt. Benjamin 
F. Howey to the Senate, over Martin Wyckoff, 
who was nominated by the Cornish faction 
after Cornish was compelled to retire from the 
ticket. 

Summing up the situation, it may be said that 
the Republicans are quite certain to elect at 
least four Senators to-morrow; they will proba- 
bly elect five, and it is barely possible that they 
may elect alleight. In the latter event, he would 
be a hardy Democrat who would undertake 
next year to elect a Democratic Legislature, in 
order to secure Mr. McPhersoun’s seat in 1889.

The Rey. Dr. Jesse B. Thomas, Pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, at Pierrepont and Clin- 
ton streets, Brooklyn, who tendered his resigna- 


tion last Wednesday to take effect at the expira- 
tion of the year, preached yesterday morning to 
a large congregation upon the “a,” owed to the 
poor by the Christian Church. ears ago, he 
said, nearly ali the Christian churches of New- 
York were below Caual-atreet. Now, although 
the population of that district was larger and 
denser than ever before, the churches had fol- 
lowed in the wake of wealth and fashion up 
town and had left the masses in the lower part 
of the city to the priests and the ginmilis.

The sermon was construed as indicating a rea- 
son for Dr. Thomas’s resignation, but when he 
was questioned about it he said that there was 
no other reason for his leaving than that he felt 
that he bad finished his work there and desired 
to give his church the opportunity of calling an- 
other who might do more, The resignation was 
a surprise tothe members, and itis believed it 
will not be accepted.

18 COL. FELLOWS WORTHY? 
PROF. ADLER INSISTS THAT EACH 
VOTER WEIGH THE QUESTION. 

Prof, Felix Adler talked on ‘“‘ The Ethics 
of Party Loyalty” toa large audience at Chick- 
ering Hall yesterday morning. A great many 
men, he said, were swayed by the idea that they 
owe absolute allegiance to the party to which 
they belong, and political leaders were careful 
toimpress the doctrine upon their followers. 
The tendency has been of late toward a duality 
of division. It was true they were always likely 
to have third parties, but these were not destined 
tobe permanent, If they sprang from local condl- 
tions they would soon pass out of sight; if they 
sprang from grand, national ideas, they would 
grow and strengthen until finally they would 
impress their ideas upon, or perhaps absorb, one 
of the two old parties, when there would again 
be only two parties as before. 

The business of a great political party as such 
Was not to spread ideas. As soon as it became a 
strong party, looking to assuming the govern- 


ment, it could look after only such measures as 
were of present import. The third parties were 
the missionary parties looking toward the fut- 
ure; the other partics must propose certain par- 
ticular principles, and there was no reason for 
their existence if they failed todoso. It was 
the duty of a member of a party to act with it if 
he agreed with the particular principle it enun- 
clated, even if he differed from it on questions 
of expediency in certain other lines of ac- 
tion. No one was bound to gv on act 
ing with a party if it has no longer 
left any particular principle—any particular 
line of policy which distinguished it from other 
parties. Many people considered that such a 
condition of affairs had been reached in this 
country. The speaker lamented the degeneracy 
of modern politics, reviewed briefly the leading 
political events of the country during the last 
century,and said that nothing remained of the old 
ideas ana issues except the economic question, 
which had never been enough to form a party on 
ubless it was amalgamated with a great national 
idea. No statesmen were to be found to compare 
with such men as Seward, Webster, and Clay, 
and this was because of the absence of great 
ideas, which alone produce such men. It was 
this condition of politics which produced the 
corruption, that condition existing because the 
body has lost its vitality. 

After expressing the hope that the labor ques- 
tion would before long give life to politics, Mr. 
Adler alluded to the impending election, saying 
that there was one duty of all citizens, and that 
was, if they could no longer vote for the prin- 
ciples of one or another party because it bad no 
principles, they could still determine who were 
the fittest men for election to office. They should 
deposit a ballot for their party and, in regard to 
all other candidates, exercise the right of in- 
dividual judgment. They should vote for hon- 
esty and competency, fitness, worthiness, and 
ability. One principle no party could fail to 
recoguize—the prineiple of nominating to olfice 
only worthy and honest candidates. {Applause.] 

“Men have been placed before you,” Mr. 
Adler said, **who are not honest and worthy, 
and the danger is that men will vote for all who 
are on tho party ticket, regardless of the hon- 
esty or fitness of one of the candidates. We 
have no right to vote for any such man, [ap- 
plause] especially when we are called upon to 
elect such officers as Judges and the public prose- 
cutor of this city, [prolonged applause, ] in whose 
hands rest such great powers for good or evil. 
{Applause.] Let us examine well and carefuliy 
into the honesty and fitness of this candidate. 
Betore voting for him let every citizen ask him- 
self the question, Do I verily believe that he is 
the most honest and the fittest candidate for the 
otHce? And then let him actin accordance with 
the answer which ia sure to come.”

- BACK IN HIS OLD PULPIT. 
MR. NEWTON DECLARES THAT CHRIS- 
TIANITY EMBRACES ALL TRUTH. 

The announcement that the Rev. R. Heber 
Newton would preach yesterday morning drew 
e large congregation to All Souls’ Church. It 
was Mr. Newton's first sermon since his return 
from Europe. Althoughhehas recovered from 
the extreme prostration from which he suffered 
before he went away, he is by no means robust. 
Good care of himself will be necessary in order 
to restore him to perfect health. Mr. Newton’s 


text was the answer of Peter to Christ, in re- 
sponse to the question, ** Will ye also gu away?” 
*« Lord, to whom shall we go? Thou hast. the 
words of eternal life.’ 

“During the weary months of my enforced 
quiet,” he said, “ when I was.eblived to lay by, I 
went over the whole ground of ing religious be- 
lief, and the resalt has been that I aw compelled 
to say, ‘ Lord, to whom shall.we go? Thou hast 
the words of eternal life.’ All that there is true 
in other syatems of worship is to be found in 
Christianity in pigner and better form, and 
Christiauity embodies the great eternal truth 
which nothing else contains. Most of the 
ancient and modern philosophies foresee some 
truths; even the Agnosticism and Positivism of 
our day. What does the. Agnostic say? 
That he can say nothing about the 
beginning or the end, and therefore he will not 
attemptto. Our Lord was silent too upon these 
a. The Christian fathers who came after 

im bad a great deal to say on those mysterious 
subjects, but how little aia Jesus allude to them, 
It would have been better if they had followed 
the example of Jesus—endeavorea to fit man 
fora higher and better life in another world, 
satisfied that the Almighty would provide for 
that life aud that they did not and could not 
know about it.” 

Mr. Newton ascribed a@ good deal of truth to 
Spiritualisin, the best parts of which, he said, 
were taken from Swedenborg and Mobammed. 
At the Churoeb Congress in England last Summer 
he said that au eminent clergyman read @ paper 
in which he advocated the missionary efforts of 
Mobammedanism in Africa, and said nothing 
could do the inhabitants of that heathen country 
more good; that Mohammedanism could reach 
their understandings and sentiments when 
Christianity could not. People here, said Mr. 
Newton, have little idea of the immense vitality 
of Mohammedanism in the East. It was making 
great inroads into Buddhism, that most pessi- 
mistic of all religions, and bade fair to put ao 
end to the Brabminical supremacy in India, 
But, while all these had some truth, in Chris- 
tianity alone wus all truth and the words of 
eternal life, The lowly Nazarene was the Saviour 
ofthe world, and by believing in Him human 
beings could alone achieve the great victory. 


HE DIED IN ENGLAND. 
CAREER OF JOHN RYLE, THE PATERSON 
SILK MANUFACTURER. 


John Ryle, formerly Mayor of Paterson, 
N. J.,and known throughout the United States 
as the * Father of the Silk Industry in America,” 
has just died in Macclestield, Engiand. Mr. Kyle 
was born in the village of Bollington, near Mac- 
cleatield, on Oct. 22,1817. He was sent to work 
ina silk mill at the age of 5. In 1839 he came 
to America, very soon afterward establisbing a 
silk-importing house at Maiden-lane and William- 
street, this city. Then he took charge of a silk 


mill at Paterson,-and subsequently he erected 
an immeuse new silk mill. in 1853 Mr. Ryle 
manufactured the silk flag which floated over 
the Crystal Palace in New-York. 

The paulo of 1857 caused a loss of $500,000 to 
Mr. Ryle. In 1869 his mill was destroyed by 
fire, with @ loss of $400,000, nninsured. Nothing 
daunted, he rebuilt his mill, one story high, 
coveriug an acre and a half of ground, and went 
on with bis business. The panic of 1873 dealt 
him another heavy blow, but he struggled on 
amid untold difficulties. Abuut five years ago 
his liabilities were something like $3VU0,000, aud 
itseemed impossible for him to extricate him- 
self. At this juucture bis principal creditors of- 
tered to take his mill off his ‘bands, run it them- 
selves for aterm of fivé -¥eurs, and then sur- 
render itto him free and clear of all indebted- 
ness. To many it seemed & most genverous offer. 
But Mr. Ryle had too -mucnh pride in his will and 
too much self-reliance to accept the offer. The 
event justified his course, for within three 
years he had paid off the entire debt, and had 
accumulated a handsume fortune besides, 

In 1869 Mr. Ryle was elected Mayor of Pater- 
son. He never held any other public office, al- 
though in 1882 he was nominated by the Demo- 
crats for Congress aguinst William Walter 
Phelps, who was elected. During the last year 
or two his health had been failing. Last year he 
Bpent some months in Europe, and went 
again early last Summer, passing most of his 
time at Macclesfield, England, amid scenes of 
his boyhood. He was acvompanied by bis only 
daughter. ‘he body will be brought to Paterson 
for burial.

MORMONISM AND ITS TERRORS. 

Mormonism, as it appears at close range, 
was discussed yesterday afternoon at the Brick 
Presbyterean Church, Fifth-avenue and Tuoirty- 
seventh-street, by the Rev. Dr. R. G. MecNiese, 
of Salt Lake City, whose lifein Utah has made 
him well acquainted with the evils of the domi- 
nant religion there. Three great evils, he said, 
exist in Utah and cause the bondage in which 


the Mormons are held. The first is the bondage 
to an anti-Christian social system, degrading 
beyoud the power of expression. Still a greater 
evil is the despotism and tyranny of the priest- 
hood, a tyranny as oppressive as that which 
filled graves in England, Scotland, and the 
Netherlands with martyrs. 

‘*‘There are but two agencies for the redemp- 
tion of Utah,” said the preacher. * First, the 
Government must do its duty as it never yet 
has done it. All legislation stopping short of 
taking the local power outof the hands of the 
Mormons and giving it to good Americans is 
futile. Yet legislation cannot purify the hears. 
The great remedy.is the educational pewer of 
the Christian religion. We ought to send a hun- 
dred missionaries to foreign lands where wesend 
one; but, while sending missionaries to Siam, 
how upreasonable it is to aliow men to build 
up another Slam inour own country! As the 
Christian schoolhouses go up Mormonism goes 
down.”

WHY COVENANTERS DO - NOT VOTE. 

There are four church congregations in 
this city whose members refuse, on principle, to 
yotein any municipal, State, or Federal elec- 
tion. They are the Reformed Presbyterian 
Churches. Yesterday afternoon the Rev. F. M. 
Foster preached in the Third Church, on West 
Twenty-third-street, on the subject: “Why 


Covenanters Do Not Vete.” Mr. Foster said: 
“Civil government is a divine institution and 
God is the Sovereign; the will of God is the 
basis of a nation’s law; the object of « nation is 
to advance the church of Christ. Because the 
Constitution of the United States does not 
recognize God, because tle will of the people is 
taken as the highest authority, and because the 
State does not confess its obligation to advance 
the interests of the church the covenanters do 
not vote. If we should take part in the affairs of 
this Government by voting, when we really be- 
lieve that itis adrift and that lt does not recog- 
nize God, we would be untrue to our allegiance 
to Christ and His church.”

LOWS ARE MADE. 

The Reform Club, an organization of men 
who have the purity of city government at 
heart, has taken up the matter of illegal regia- 
tration and voting, has{worked hard for two 
weeks or more in accruing valuable evidence, 
and propose to devote every energy to the de- 
feat of these nefarious schemes. Private de- 
tectives have been employed by the club, who 
have personated that class of voter who is 
most easy and inexpensively corrupted—the 
“bum”—and who have confined their labors to 
the lower wards of the city where the intro- 
duction of colonization and repeating is most 
easily accomplished.

This 
detective discovercu that atthe Windsor Theatre 
Hotel, a twenty-five-cent place at 41 Bowery, 
there was a persen, one George R. Hughes, 
kuown familiariy as “the Culenel,” who com- 
bined the Making up of beds at $7 a week with 
making up registry sts at heaven knows how 
much a day. This precious person, according 
to the deteciive, organized a charming ecluy, 
callea the Independent Citizens’ Assoviativn, 
and the manner in which be enlarged its wem- 
bership roll is described by the detective, who, 
disguised as # “bum,” was approached by the 
Colonel and besought to join. 

“ | was in the Windsor Theatre Hotel,” he re- 
ports, ** when Col. Hughes approached me ana 
asked me if [ had registered yot. I told him [ 
had no right to do so; thatI did not belong in 
the county. ‘ Weil,’ he said, * you belong in the 
State. You went out of town looking for work; 
apy man can do that. You're entitled to vote. 
Come along; I’lifix you. You have been in the 
district 30 days.’ Ltoid bim I had not, but he 
said he’d fix my name iu the hotel register so 
that it would appear that I had lived in the 
place for 30 days. When | spoke of the risk, the 
Colonel said it was worth $5 on election day, 
and continued: ‘i’ve gout gvod backers—TLim 
Campbell, Charlie Smith, and Alf steckler. 
Don’t be scared; L’ll go over and swear you’ve 
been here six months if you like. We had 22 
Cases last year, and they all came out all right. 
I’m for Fellows aud Charlie Smith. Fellows is 
a none audsoaml.
